Attorney-General Griggs on December 3 sent his an- 
nual report to Congress. It opens with a statement of 
the condition of the work of the United States Supreme 
Court, which shows that 370 appellate cases were dock- 
eted and 371 were disposed of, leaving 303 cases still 
pending. On July 1, 1899, there were 3,137 United States 
convicts in the various prisons and reformatories of the 
country, against 2,293 at the close of the last fiscal year. 
In 907 of the 1,602 civil suits terminated during the last 
fiscal year, judgments were for the United States; in 206 
against the United States; 49 were either dismissed or 
discontinued, and 28 were appealed. 

Of the 17,033 criminal! prosecutions terminated during 
the last year, 197 were prosecutions under the customs 
laws, in which there were 126 convictions; 6,275 under 
the internal revenue laws, in which there were 3,749 con- 
victions ; 1,152 under postoffice laws, in which there were 
772 convictions; six under naturalization acts, in which 
there were four discontinued and two entered nol. pras. ; 
963 under the intercourse laws, in which there were 630 
convictions ; 206 under the pension laws, in which there 
were 145 convictions; 53 for embezzlement; 8,100 mis- 
cellaneous prosecutions, in which there were 4,880 con- 
victions. 

The aggregate amount of the judgments rendered in 
favor of the United States in civil suits during the last 
year was $663,290, and the amount actually collected on 
these judgments $52,795, while $52,748 was obtained dur- 
ing the year on judgments rendered in former years for 
the United States, and $27,130 was otherwise realized in 
civil suits. 





_ The aggregate amount of fines, forfeitures and penal- 
ties imposed during the year in criminal prosecutions was 
$705,137, and the amount of these fines, forfeitures and 
penalties collected during the year was $104,020, while 
$8,208 was realized on fines, forfeitures and penalties im- 
posed in former years. 

The Attorney-General repeats his recommendation of 
last year that Congress provide for an appeal in cases of 
decision adverse to the United States by the courts on 
demurrers interposed to indictments. 








THE PASSING OF COLONEL GARDINER. 


“And thou hast slain the Jabberwock? 
Come to my arms, my beamish boy! 
Oh, frabjous day! Callooh! Callay!” 
He chortled in his joy. —Lewis Carroll. 


“Col. Gardiner Removed by Governor Roosevelt.” 
When we beheld this headline in the daily papers our 
hearts throbbed with one mighty throb of joy. A hymn 
of thanksgiving, a pean of rejoicing arose from our in- 
most soul on becoming aware of the fact that the incubus 
which so long had brooded over the District Attorney’s 
office of New York County had been at length removed. 
No more will we behold the Colonel’s tall form majestic- 
ally prowling through the corridors of the Criminal 
Court Building. Safe are now the doorkeepers of our 
court rooms that dared to obstruct the way of. the 
PRESENCE, safe from Arrest at the hands of the ac- 
companying Praetorians. Safe, too, are the glittering 
turnstiles to whose assault the doughty Colonel has esrt- 
while marched. Colonel Gard(i)ner, plus his war medals 
and his pedigree, hath departed, and all is peace. 

What was the specified cause of his removal? Failure 
to prosecute offenders against the primary and election 
laws. In a long memorandum the Governor sets forth 
his reasons in extenso: 

He says: 

“There can be no possible justification for any man, and 
above all for any pwblic officer, failing to do everything in his 
power to prevent crime against the ballot box. No more seri- 
ous crime against the State, and in time of peace, no crime as 
serious, can be committed. 

“Before the election last November there was the most 
open incitement ., tain leading politicians to violence and 
fraud at the polls. In New York State in particular this in- 
citement took the form of a naked appeal to mob violence, 
the leader of one of the two great parties in this State urging 
his followers in repeated public utterances to gather at the 
polls and criminally assault the officers of the law in certain 
contingencies. 

““Utterances such as these of course excited great public un- 
easiness and bade fair to cause the most serious disturbances, 
but there was nothing to be done regarding them so long as 
they were only the utterances of individuals in private life. 

“When, however, the Chief of Police of the City of New 
York issued a public order to his subordinates in which he 
incited them to criminal violation of the law—an order which 
was certain to cow and terrorize some men and to encourage 
the entire disorderly and lawless element—the situation be- 
came so grave as to call for the interference of the chief 
executive of the State. 

“Accordingly. the chief executive notified the Mayor, the 
Sheriff and the District Attorney that in view of the issuance 
of this order they would be held to a strict accountability for 
their acts in preserving or failing to preserve the public peace 

“The Mayor and the Sheriff promptly responded to this 
notification, expressing and showing their desire to see that 
the laws were observed, the Mayor taking immediate steps to 
force the Chief of Police to rescind the obnoxious order itself. 
About the same time the Grand Jury found an indictment 
against the Chief of Police for having issued it. 

“Alone, among the other city officials charged with the 
solemn duty of enforcing the laws, the District Attorney, on 
whom rested the heaviest responsibility of the enforcement of 
the law, gave by public utterance, aid and comfort to the 
Chief of Police. 

“There is a flat conflict of veracity between the District At- 
torney and his accusers on this point. In the newspapers of 
the day following those containing the publication of the 
Chief of Police’s order there appeared interviews with the 
District Attorney in which he attacked the Grand Jury and 
justified the action of the Chief of Police. 
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“To give out such interviews was of course to give active 
encouragement to every element in the community which was 
enlisted upon the side of fraud or violence. The District At- 
torney denies that he gave them out. 

“Two witnesses have testified that he independently gave 
them interviews which were substantially the same, and in 
once case the testimony is explicit that he is informed that 
the interview is for publication. These interviews and others 
like them, appeared conspicuously in the various morning pa- 
pers and were never repudiated then or afterward by the 
District Attorney. 

“He never acknowledged in any way the receipt of the 
notification by the chief executive, which, if anything had 
been needed, would certainly have called his attention to the 
gravity of the situation and have aroused his vigilance as to 
anything he might say or had said. 

“Under the circumstances it is impossible to believe that 
he did not give such interview or that he was ignorant of its 
publication. It is equally incredible that he could be ignorant 
ef the effect that might be produced by such public state- 
ments from that county official, whose special duty it should 
be to see to the observance of the law in the county. 

“Had the other officials concerned assumed or preserved a 
similar attitude, the very gravest consequences might have 
ensued, and the District Attorney cannot be allowed to profit 
by the fact that the actic . of others prevented the evil con- 
sequences of his own acts.” 


A recapitulation of the evidence would be out of place 
here, and, besides, we haven’t the space to spare. There 
may possibly be some question as to whether the evidence 
justified removal on the specific charge on which Gardiner 
was “fired,” but even suppose it didn’t, what then? Re- 
moving a public officer on general principles is apt to con- 
stitute a dangerous precedent, but with a District At- 
torney such as Gardiner was, is it not perhaps well to 
strain a point? From almost the instant of assuming 
office he has been engaged in perfectly needless alterca- 
tions. His quarrels with the judiciary alone served to 
demonstrate his absolute uselessness. His attitude on 
the enforcement of the liquor laws, his neglect to prose- 
cute election cases, above all his almost insane vanity, 
have subjected him to a storm of legitimate censure such 
as no official has suffered since the days of Tweed. 


Now, right here, one thing can be said. The Ameri- 
can Lawyer has attacked Col. Gardiner in season and out 
of season for some time past, but we have never inti- 
mated, nor shall we ever intimate, anything that can be 
construed in the slightest degree as a reflection upon his 
personal honesty of purpose. He simply wasn’t fitted to 
hold the job. As J. P. (which some of our rural Jus- 
tinians are said to construe as “Judgment for the Plain- 
tiff’) of the town of Squeedunk, where life would have 
been one long, sweet dream of Cadet Whittaker trials, 
Col. Gardiner might have passed his days in peace and 
quietness. As District Attorney of a county like New 
York, he has been a monumental failure. Just contrast 
his career with that of Mr. Deneen, prosecuting officer of 
Cook County, Illinois. The difference is worthy of note. 
Mr. Deneen, in a report recently published by him, 
shows a most praiseworthy record. He says: 

“In the volume of business and number of convictions 
the Criminal Court of Cook County is the greatest crimi- 
nal tribunal in the world. More prisoners are arraigned 
at its bar than in any similar court of the great cities of 
the world, including London, with a population of over 
4,000,000. In the latter city, during the year 1898, the 
total number of convictions for felonies and misdemea- 
nors was 2,659. The total number in Cook County from 
March, 1898, to March, 1899, was 2,819; the following 
year it was 2,837. During the year 1898 there were 
3,234 persons arraigned at the bar of the London court, 
while from September, 1898, to September, 1899 (the 
court year), the total number of indictments found in 
Cook County was 3,501. From December, 1896, to Oc- 
tober, 1900 (during the administration just closing) the 
grand juries passed upon 16,518 cases, being an average 
of over 4,000 cases each year and resulting in an average 
of over 3,000 indictments a year.” This “volume of 
business,” be it noted, was “handled by a staff of less than 





twenty persons (including the stenographic and detective 
force), which is less than one-fourth the number of the 
force of the District Attorney of the County of New 
York, and upon an appropriation about one-quarter as 
large.” His four years’ work is summed up by a Chicago 
paper in the statement that “more influential and wealthy 
citizens have been convicted and sent to the penitentiary 
than during the term of any previous State’s Attorney 
from the organization of the county down to the present 
time.” What is your opinion of this, Colonel Gardiner? 

De Mortuis, etc., applies, perhaps, to retirement from 
office as well to the quitting of our busy career here be- 
low—so no more need be said Col. Gardiner, we bid you 
a long farewell, unless, perchance, you should aspire to 
office in the future, in which case we shall meet again. 
Governor Roosevelt, kindly accept our congratulations. 
Mr. Philbin, our best wishes. 








The present law of succession in Russia provides for 
primogeniture, with reference to male lines and to 
males of female lines before any woman could succeed. 
It was introduced by Paul I, whose mother, Catherine [1, 
who reigned from 1762 to 1796, did not respect his rights. 
She prepared a will by which he would have been disin- 
herited had it not been destroyed immediately upon her 
death. This emperor sought to give his edict a holy 
character, decreeing that all his successors at their coro- 
nation should swear to keep it inviolate. Nevertheless, his 
successors enjoy the same unlimited powers as he did, and 
some minor changes have been introduced. It is a fact, 
then, that the Czar Nicholas can, if he desires, decree 
that one of his three daughters shall succeed him in the 
event of his death, and in that case his brother, Michael, 
at present called the Czarevitch, or heir apparent, could 
not become Czar should Nicholas die. 








EXCESSIVE INTEREST AFTER MATURITY— 
DOES IT RENDER THE CONTRACT 
USURIOUS? 


The Virginia Supreme Court of Appeals, in Ward's 
Administrators v. Cornett (91 Va. 676), passed upon the 
question whether a bond was rendered usurious by rea- 
son of a provision therein contained fixing an excessive 
rate of interest after maturity by way of a penalty to se- 
cure prompt payment of the debt. Such a stipulation, it 
was held, did not invalidate the bond. The principle ap- 
plied is, of course, well recognized. A debt, to be usuri- 
ous, must be so in the beginning. It cannot be made so 
by subsequent events. A usurious agreement is one to, 
pay originally a greater rate of interest than the law al- 
lows. If the obliger had paid the debt when the bond 
became due, he would not have incurred, even under the 
literal terms of the bond, any liability to pay the illegal 
interest stipulated for after its maturity. Where the 
debtor by a punctual payment of the debt may thus relieve 
himself and avoid the payment of the illegal interest stipu- 
lated for, it is not usury. 2 Minor, Inst. 4th ed. 438; 
Pollard v. Baylor, 6 Munf. 433; Groves v. Graves, I 
Wash. (Va.) 1; Lloyd v. Scott, 4 Pet. 205, 7 L. ed. 833; 
Lawrence v. Cowles, 13 Ill. 577-579; Gower v. Carter, 3 
Iowa 244, 66 Am. Dec. 71; Tyler, Usury, 96, 213-215, 
217; Parsons, Contr. 117, and note 8. 

If by prompt payment the debtor can relieve himself 
from the payment of an amount inserted in the contract 
as a commission for collection, the contract will not be 
deemed usurious because of the added sum. Campbell v. 
Shields, 6 Leigh 517. 
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Where 50 per cent. per annum was to be charged from 
the maturity of the note until it was paid, such agree- 
ment will not be sufficient to constitute usury. The Court 
here took the view that it would be contrary to all reason 
and justice to allow the maker to violate his agreement 
by not paying when due and then set up a consequence 
of his own breach of the contract as a protection against 
all liability thereon. Wright v. Shuck, 1 Morris (lowa) 
325; Shuck v. Wright, 1 G. Greene 28.

A strong movement to increase the salaries of judges 
of the Federal Courts is being felt by the House Commit- 
tee on the Judiciary. The proposition has been made that 
justices of the Supreme Court receive $15,000 a year, in- 
stead of $10,000, as at present, and that the Chief Jus- 
tice be paid $18,000, instead of $10,500. The petitions 
in regard to the district and circuit courts involve ad- 
vances of a few thousands in a great many cases. 








A GRUESOME TALE. 


We have recently been the charmed recipient of six- 
teen solid pages of hysterics bearing the following blood- 
curdling title: 

“The Crime of a Century! Desecration of the Ameri- 
can Flag! The United States the Only Nation on Earth 
Permitting the Degradation of Her Flag! Our National 
Disgrace Travels Around the World!” 

We say “charmed,” for-it must be confessed that in- 
voluntarily we have been carried back to the days, alas! 
more remote than we would wish, when our literary long- 
ings were satisfied with the productions of that master of 
fiction, Old Sleuth, the Detective. There was a writer for 
you! No wishy-washy society problem tales for him! 
Like Rostand’s hero, our friend, Cyrano, he might say: 

“T stand, poet and fighter, 
To do and to record.” 

At least, if there was any fighting he was certainly on 
hand, and as to the recording part—well, his endeavors 
in that line left little to be desired. Ah, well, they don’t 
have such writers nowadays. Peace to his ashes! Per- 
chance, we should not have indulged in this impassioned 
rhapsody upon the present occasion, only the title seemed 
so strangely familiar that it was impossible to resist. 

The authors of this charming production appear to 
be “an unincorporated society consisting of seven or more 
persons” (to borrow the language of the statute in such 
case made and provided), calling themselves the “Ameri- 
can Flag Association.” The aim in life of these worthy 
gentlemen appears to be the procuring of a national law 
which will, as the New York Times aptly expresses it, 
compel the citizen to go down on all fours whenever the 
star-spangled banner is presented to his vision. None 
have a greater regard than we for the flag and all that it 
symbolizes, but we respectfully but firmly decline to in- 
dulge in drivel, even for its sweet sake. 

There are some individuals so constituted that their 
entire lives are passed in an attitude of perpetual adora- 
tion. Now there’s our very esteemed friend, the editor 
of a certain Western law journal. He is a man of solid 
understanding, a profound lawyer, and an exceedingly 
capable editor. Tackle him on every subject but one, 
and he will be found a most interesting individual. But, 





for Heaven’s sake, keep off the subject of “John Mar- 
shall,” for if you mention the latter’s name there’s no tell- 
ing what will happen. No doubt in his next issue we 
shall behold an exceedingly bitter invective against the 
individual that dares to wear a red, white and blue 
necktie. We endeavored to count the kinds of type in 
which the aforesaid “Crime of a Century” was luridly 
denounced, and gave it up as a bad job. List to the fol- 
lowing as a specimen of the language employed: 

“In the past fifty years the growth of the population of the 
United States has increased with wonderful rapidity, augment- 
ed in part, by immigrants from the most poverty-stricken and 
lawless classes of humanity. Meanwhile the mistreatment of 
our national colors, by the thoughtless and malicious, has dis- 
tanced any other uncontrolled crime—and exposed the Ameri- 
can Union to the humiliation of lack of reverence for her na- 
tional colors.” 

The sequitur is not clearly apparent, but it is probably 
there all the same. 

Of course, such an act will be about as effective as 
would have been a law recently proposed in the New 
York Legislature to prohibit the putting of less than 
thirteen oysters in an oyster stew, or an act introduced 
in a Western law-making body requiring every dealer in 
patent medicines to affix in a conspicuous place in his 
store an affiadavit stating that he had tried one bottle 
of the mixture, and experienced no harmful effects. If 
it should happen to be passed, that will be the end of it; 
for, with all due deference to the learned authors, it may 
be doubted whether respect for a national emblem is 
something that can be brought about by statutory enact- 
ment. Gessler’s hat law is hardly in consonance with 
modern ideas. 

The argument of those in favor of such a law seems 
to be that the indiscriminate use of the national colors 
brings the United States into contempt at home and 
abroad. Then why not prohibit the caricaturing of Uncle 
Sam in the comic papers or the use of the colors—red 
and white, topped off with blue—on a barber’s pole? 

More space has been devoted to the proposed enact- 
ment than it certainly deserved, but the latter furnishes 
so excellent an illustration of “freak legislation” that it 
simply was impossible to pass it unnoticed. We think 
that the honor of our flag can safely be left to the 
average American citizen, whose respect can scarcely be 
extorted where it is not already given. 








Slowly but surely the law is becoming a science exact. 
Soon there will be but few words that have not received 
judicial construction. The Supreme Court of Michigan 
has recently condemned the use of the epithet “heeler.” 
A newspaper at election time said a man was “known as 
one of the ring’s chief heelers,” and that in speaking of a 
class in the community he said “there is not one of them 
that cannot be bought for a two-dollar bill.” The Court 
said that these remarks, coupled with similar statements, 
were not only intended to hold the plaintiff up to public 
hatred and contempt, but plainly charged him with the 
purpose of committing bribery. The use of the language, 
however, cost the paper only $100 in direct loss, that be- 
ing the amount of the judgment. 

The legal penal value of the epithets “lobster” and 
“liar” have been judicially determined by the Western 
courts. The privilege of a lawyer using in court the 
word “lobster” was valued at $30 by the judge in impos- 
ing a fine. In Missouri a man called his neighbor a liar 
over the telephone. Several other neighbors were listen- 
ing over the wires, and the use of the word caused a 
breach of the peace, which was satisfied by a fine of $12. 
The New York courts have held that the epithet “scab,” 
as applied by one person to another, is unlawful. 

The will of the late Lord Chief Justice is in the fol- 
lowing language: “This is the last will and testament of 
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me, Charles, Baron Russell, of Killowen, P. C., G.C.M.G., 
LL.D., etc. In the name of God, Amen. I have already 
made some provision, by settlement, on the occasion of 
their respective marriages, for my children, Arthur, 
Charles, Eileen (wife of Douglas Lyon Holms), Cyril and 
Frank Russell. I now Devise and Bequeath to my dear 
good wife absolutely, subject to the payment of all my 
just debts, all my property, freehold and personal, of 
which I am now or may be seised or possessed at the 
time of my death, including in the said properties the 
manor of Tadworth and the estate of Tadworth Court, 
together with the other houses, land, and properties speci- 
fied in the schedule hereto and initialled by me. And I 
hereby appoint my said wife sole executrix and devisee 
of this my will. In witness whereof I have hereunder 
set my hand, this seventh day of August, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand nine hundred.—Russell of Kn.” 
A peculiar point, however, in connection with the will 
is that the testator omitted to sign or initial the schedule. 








ACTS “INJURIOUS TO TRADE OR COMMERCE” 
—IS A MONOPOLY IN A PRODUCT NOT 
OF PRIME NECESSITY WITHIN 
THIS PROVISION? 





In a case decided at the November term of the Court 
of Appeals of New York,* the evidence was to the effect 
that in 1887 the plaintiff and fourteen other persons were 
the producers of nearly the whole product of Hudson 
River blue stone, and of at least ninety per centum of the 
whole amount of such stone sold in the New York mar- 
ket to customers in various States east of the Mississippi 
River; that their yearly sales amounted to upwards of 
$1,500,000; that owing to competition among themselves 
their profits had for some time been practically nominal ; 
that with the intent to increase their profits, and to secure 
to each of said producers such part of the sales as his 
usual production bore to the whole production, they en- 
tered into an agreement bearing date the 21st day of 
February, 1887, with the defendant, the Union Blue Stone 
Company, and thereby agreed that the said company 
should act as their sales agent of all the marketable blue 
stone, manufactured and unmanufactured, which the mar- 
ket would take for the six years from that date at prices 
to be fixed by the Blue Stone Association, composed of 
the said producers, and to apportion the sales among the 
producers according to a schedule set forth in the con- 
tract, and to sell for no other parties, the producers agree- 
ing to sell no stone except through such agent, and, acting 
as the Blue Stone Association, to fix the prices, and each 
to furnish, upon the request of the sales agent, his quota 
of stone as apportioned. This contract was observed by 
the parties for about three years. The prices were in- 
creased, the sales aggregated about $1,500,000 per year, 
and the plaintiff's share of the profits was satisfactory 
to him. By the end of three years competition in other 
- kinds of stone and in artificial stone had so far developed 

as to threaten, in the opinion of the greater part of the 
producers, not including the plaintiff, further successful 
operation under the contract, and they resolved to dis- 
continue operations under it, with the result to the plain- 
tiff that he took no further benefit under it. The plaintiff, 
meantime, had assigned his interest under the contract 
and certain blue stone and other property to the defend- 
ants Sweeney in consideration of their payment to him 
of ten per centum of their gross amount of sales under 
the contract. The plaintiff charges that the blue stone 
company and his assignees, the Sweeneys, combined to- 
gether to prevent any further delivery and sales upon

his account under the contract, and thus deprived him of 
any further profit. 

The plaintiff urges that it was a question of fact for 
the jury, and notof law for the court, whether the con- 
tract was simply to secure reasonable prices, or to extort 
from the public unreasonable prices. It may be conceded 
that one of its purposes was to enable the parties to obtain 
reasonable prices, but it gave them the power to fix 
arbitrary and unreasonable prices. The scope of the con- 
tract, and not the possible self-restraint of the parties 
to it, is the test of its validity. They could raise prices 
to what they supposed the market would bear, and as 
they expected to supply nearly the entire demand of the 
market, the temptation to extortion was unusually great. 

The plaintiff cited the cases which permit the vendor 
to sell his business with or without his plant, and to agree 
with his vendee that he will not by competition or other 
acts do anything to injure what he sells. (Diamond 
Match Co. v. Roeber, 160 N. Y. 473; Leslie v. Lorillard, 
110 N. Y. 519; Tode v. Gross,,127 N. Y. 480; Hodge v. 
Sloan, 107 N. Y. 244.) 

“It may be conceded,” says Landon, J., in delivering 
the opinion, “that the law, as now understood restrains no 
one from selling his property, nor does it compel any one 
to continue a business which he can sell, or finds it. to 
his interest to abandon; much less to continue it for any 
time or in any particular manner or place. However it 
inay have been when trade was small, money scarce, op- 
portunities and markets few, at present the public has 
little to fear from any individual renouncing his calling 
and business in favor of another, and seeking a new field 
of activity. Contracts between individuals to that effect 
are not in general restraint of trade. But the case before 
us is of a different kind. It is one of such a combina- 
tion among many dealers as threatened a monopoly, with 
which the individual would be practically powerless to 
compete, and the many consumers who would be severally 
exposed and coerced would be either compelled to submit 
to its exactions or to forego the purchase of the com- 
modity of customary use needful to them, and but for 
this monopoly obtainable in the market at a reasonable 
price. The same evil principle pervades both large and 
small combinations; all are alike offenders differing in 
degree but not in kind. And hence it is that contracts 
by which the parties to them combine for the purpose 
of creating a monopoly in restraint of trade, to prevent 
competition, to control and thus to limit production, to 
increase prices and maintain them, are contrary to public 
policy and are void.” 

In rendering its decision the Court appears to have 
gone a step in advance of any,case previously decided. 
Thus in Hooker v. Vandewater (4 Den. 349) and Stan- 
ton v. Allen (5 Id. 434), the question at issue was as to 
the propriety of a transportation combination. People v. 
Sheldon (139 N. Y. 251) was a criminal prosecution for 
having conspired to control the price of coal. People v. 
The Milk Exchange (145 N. Y. 267) was an action to 
annul the corporate existence of a milk dealers’ combine. 
In Judd v. Harrington (139 N. Y. 105) the question of 
a meat monopoly was involved, and Leonard v. Poole 
(114 N. Y. 371) decided that a monopoly in lard was 
within the scope of the prohibition. It was urged that 
the rule was only applicable to articles of prime necessity. 
Cases of criminal conspiracies to commit any act in- 
jurious to trade or commerce (Penal Code, sec. 168; 
2 R. S. 692, sec. 8, sub. 6) have been more frequent in 
commodities of prime necessity, such as grain, meat, salt, 
milk, coal and the like, probably because such offenses 
are more flagrant and were punishable at the common 
law. The Court held, however, that “the subject-matter 
of the contract before us is a useful commodity of a 
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nature to be needful for many purposes. Without con- 
sidering the question whether there are many articles of 
commerce which are in no proper sense necessaries or 
even conveniences, but mere luxuries or appendages of 
vanity, a monopoly in which does not conflict with the 
spirit of any statute or with the sound public policy 
which the statute cited declares, it is clear that the blue 
stone in question is not within any of such classes. It is 
abundant in the foothills of the Catskill mountains, and 
not found of equal quality elsewhere. When this con- 
tract was made there were many small producers who 
supplied it to these parties, but were themselves without 
means or facilities to reach the New York market. The 
stone had been for many years and still is in use for 
sidewalks, crossings, curbings and gutters in the Eastern 
and Southern cities of the United States, and in the con- 
struction of bridges, fountains, basins, floors and for trim- 
mings in the exterior walls of buildings, and for various 
other purposes. Its fitness and serviceability for these 
purposes were shown, and the evidence also tended to 
show that in these respects it had no superior in the New 
York market. In a civil action prime necessity need not 
be shown. The parties to this contract controlled ninety 
per centum of a total product of about $2,000,000 in 
value, marketed in New York city. Other kinds of stone 
were in competition with it, but it is plain that the cus- 
tomer who preferred this stone would be restricted in his 
reasonable rights if constrained by a monopoly to pay 
an exorbitant price for it, or to accept another kind which 
he did not want.” 

It would certainly seem as though the Court of Ap- 
peals has adopted a somewhat extreme doctrine, yet one 
which cannot be said to be wholly unwarranted. Acts 
“injurious to trade or commerce” open up a broad field 
for conjecture, and such a provision, it may very well 
be claimed, vests wide powers within the discretion of 
any court. 








North Dakota, it is said, contemplates restoring the 
old divorce law, which made “grievous mental anguish” a 
cause and three months’ residence sufficient time. So 
great was the rush of people seeking divorce, to the State 
during the days of the lax law that the hotels and stores 
of the principal towns came to grow into a flourishing 
business dependent upon this transient class, composed 
generally of people of some wealth, who spent money 
freely. Since the repeal of the law this business has dis- 
appeared, and it is apparently the clamor of the trade in- 
terests of the towns resorted to by the seekers after an 
easy divorce which has started the present movement. 








CONCERNING THE JUDICIARY. 


Sundry and various items which have been recently 
published by various law journals anent the judiciary and 
newspapers are worthy of attention. 

In Australia they appear to have an extremely sensible 
way of doing things. Think of the time and energy 
saved to members of the bar, not to mention the sum 
economized in printing cases and points, could all appeals 
be decided in this manner: 

Not long ago, says the Sydney Bulletin, two Austra- 
lian judges, one a member of the Supreme Bench, the 
other of a court of inferior jurisdiction, settled a differ- 
ence of opinion as to a question of honor by an appeal 
to arms, or rather to fists. The preliminaries were ar- 
ranged in a few minutes at a fashionable club, and then 
the judges, accompanied by their seconds, retired to a 
well-known private boxing hall, where they pounded each 
other vigorously for fifteen minutes. “The minor judge,” 


it was recorded, “eventually established his claim to prece- 











dence—probably for the first time in Australian history— 
by a knock-out blow under the Supreme Court jaw.” 

From Australia to West Virginia is a rather long 
step. Under the heading, “The Measure of a West Vir- 
ginia Judge,” the Bar, which is published by the State 
Bar Association, makes the following comment on the 
judicial system of that State: 


“The judicial office was bandied about during the recent elec- 
tion as a common football between the political parties. It was 
bartered and huckstered during the campaign as a commercial 
commodity in the market place. From the very day of the 
nominating conventions it was floundering in the dirty pool of 
politics and was being used by the politician as the commonest 
debris to float his shady schemes. The highest office of the 
judiciary—a place to which angels might hesitate to aspire— 
commanded no more reverence or respect than the most insignifi- 
cant office on the ticket. Each alike were regarded as legiti- 
mate objects of partisan traffic and political ambition. It has 
come to be in West Virginia that the high office of judge in- 
spires but slight respect and no reverence from the masses of 
the people. It imparts but little dignity and no special ability 
or fitness of a professional or personal character. It is under- 
paid, under-estimated and under-trained. It is common for 
judges to be chosen simply and solely because of their party 
affiliations; or with reference to their opinions on the currency 
question, or the tariff, rather than for learning or experience at 
the bar; political availability or for reward for political service, 
rather than for qualities which would command reverence and 
respect on the bench. Every lawyer in this State knows that 
these statements are true. We might make the indictment 
stronger. 


Is the contempt law of West Virginia in working 
order, we wonder? More concise and nearly as strong 
is the apparently innocent remark of the Supreme Court 
Reporter, in a recent number of the Georgia Reports. 
Certainly it leaves more to the imagination. His note at 
the beginning of the volume says: “Justice Blandford 
was providentially prevented from presiding in all cases 
of the March term herein published.” This was, it must 
be confessed, rather hard on Justice Blandford. 

One other item remains to be quoted: 

Mr. C. D. Merrick, of Parkersburg, W. Va., has made 
up a statistical table showing the salaries paid to judges 
of the higher courts in the different States. Each amount 
given below is the highest judicial salary paid in the re- 
spective States, if Mr. Merrick’s figures are correct. Ac- 
cording to these figures the highest salary paid to a State 
Judge in this country is that of $17,500, paid to the New 
York Supreme Court Justices, elected in the city of New 
York, and the lowest salary in this list is that of $1,800 
paid to the West Virginia Circuit Judges. New York 
leads all the States, paying in addition to the foregoing 
handsome salaries, a salary of $10,500 to the Chief Judge 
of the Court of Appeals, and $10,000 to the judges of that 
court. For second place New Jersey and Illinois appear 
on almost equal terms, the former paying to her Chan- 
cellor $10,000 and an equal amount to her Supreme Court 
Judges, while Illinois pays her Cook County Supreme 
Court Judges either $7,000 or $10,350, just which ap- 
pears uncertain from Mr. Merrick’s figures. Then follows 
Pennsylvania with a salary of $8,500 to her Chief Justice, 
and salaries of $8,000 to her Supreme Court Judges. It 
is a close race between Massachusetts, with a salary 
amounting to practically $7,000 to her Chief Justice and 
$6,000 salaries to her Superior Court Judges, and Michi- 
gan, with salaries of $7,000 to her Supreme Court Judges. 
Next comes California, with a salary of $6,000 to her 
Supreme Court Judges. Rhode Island and Missouri are 
about on equal terms, the former paying her Chief Jus- 
tice $5,500, the latter her St. Louis Court of Appeals 
Judges £5,500, and apparently expenses in addition. In 
a class by themselves are Colorado, with a Supreme Court 
salary of $5,000, Minnesota with a Supreme Court salary 
of $5,000, Kentucky with a Court of Appeals salary of 
$5,000, Wisconsin with a Superior Court salary of $5,000, 
Nevada with a Supreme Court salary of $4,500, and 
Indiana with a Supreme Court salary of $4,500. Ina 
class a bit below are Connecticut, Ohio, Montana, Nortb 
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Dakota, Iowa, Texas and Washington, each with a top 
salarv of $4,000. In another class, with top salaries 
ranging from $3,800 down to $3,000, are Delaware, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, New Hampshire, Oregon, Maine, 
Maryland, Tennessee, Florida, Arkansas and Georgia. 
Finally, with top salaries ranging from $3,000 down, 
come Vermont, Wyoming, Utah, South Carolina, Kansas, 
Idaho, Virginia, Nebraska, North Carolina and South 
Dakota. West Virginia apparently brings up the rear 
with a Supreme Court salary of $2,200, but the term of 
office is twelve years, considerably longer than that in 
many of the States which pay larger salaries. 








On the second day of the present session of Congress 
Mr. Stewart, of Nevada, introduced in the Senate a bill 
for the creation of a supreme court for the Philippine 
Islands. It provides for a tribunal of five judges, to hold 
office during good behavior, at an annual salary of $20,000 
each. The measure was read twice and referred to the 
Committee on the Philippines. The proposed court dif- 
fers radically from the usual territorial courts so far as 
the tenure of office of the judges is concerned. Under 
the Revised Statutes of the United States, the members 
of the supreme court of a Territory are appointed by the 
President for terms of four years; whereas, in this Phil- 
ippine supreme court, the terms of the judges would be 
practically for life, like those of the Federal Judges in 
the States and in the Supreme Court at Washington. In 
laying his pill before the Senate, Mr. Stewart said: “Our 
territorial system of judges has been a success in the 
agricultural parts of the country, but it has been a fail- 
ure in the mining regions where great interests are in- 
volved. The matter must be taken hold of earnestly or 
we will have, on a large scale, a repetition of what has 
occurred in many of our mining States, where the judici- 
ary system has been utterly inadequate for a mining com- 
munity, or a community far off where there are great in- 
terests involved.” He added that it would be idle to send 
a mar out on a salary of $3,000 a year where he must 
spend $10,000 to live, and that the pay ought to be suffi- 
cient for lawyers from “the top of the bar.” 








WANTED—A GOOD LEGAL NOVEL. 





No, we never heard of an illegal novel, barring some 
that were seized by the postoffice authorities, and we 
don’t mean “legal” in the sense of “being permitted by 
law.” It would be more accurate to say that what is 
wanted is a good novel in which our courts, our judges 
and our bar will be intelligently portrayed. 

Now, Frederick Trevor Hill, Esq., a New York at- 
torney and counsellor-at-law, to give him his full name 
and title, has recently written a series of short stories 
entitled “The Case and Exceptions.” Some are excellent, 
some are ineciocre. “Outside the Record, and “In the 
Matter of Bateman” possess only slight interest. In the 
next, “The Finding of Fact,” the author has really done 
some very fine work. The following opening must neces- 
sarily appeal to members of the New York bar: 


“Anything on this morning, counsellor?” The title was still 
music to Holden’s ears, so he smiled encouragingly at the fat 
reporter. In an instant a bethumbed court calendar was shoved 
under his nose, and the reportorial pencil questioned: 

“Grafton against the Milling Companies? Are you in that? 
Say, what’s doing there to-day? Is it any good?” 

Which of us has not “been there,” and what New 
York attorney is there who doesn’t know the “fat re- 
porter”? 


_ Listen to the following description of one of the 
dignified tribunals that is in daily session in a certain 
city of the realm.

and entered a small court room crowded to suffocation. Every 
seat was occupied, and men were standing about everywhere— 
jammed in between the chairs—plastered against the wall— 
crushed against the rail. The counsels’ table and its two chairs 
were the only unoccupied bits of furniture in the room. 

The court criers glanced despairingly at the throng and 
shouted mechanically, “Gentlemen will please take seats!” and 
then, still more hopefully, “Gentlemen will please stop talking!” 

But the babel of conversation was finally hushed by an at- 
tendant who announced the entrance of the judge by pounding 
with an ample fist upon the panels of a door. Not a very dig- 
nified heralding of the presence of the court, but understood by 
the late comers, whose view is limited to the judicial canopy— 
that pall-like canopy of red rep which sets one panting to gaze 
with relief at the steam-screened windows, They at least are 
wet. 

“Grafton vs. The Milling Companies!” 

Holden fought his way like a football player through the 
“rush line’ of lawyers, and as he pitched into the cleared space 
before the counsels’ table his impulse was to dodge the one man 
before him and race down “the side line.” But he checked him- 
self in time. Then two other young men plunged into the open 
and stood somewhat breathlessly before the bench. 

“If it please the court,’’ began Holden, “this is a motion ina 
case of great importance, and’’—— 

“All cases are equally important in this court, sir!”

Another quotation must be made, this time from “The 
Burden of Proof.” Now we wonder what New York 
firm the author had in mind when he described Messrs. 
Constable, Glenning & Hertzog, Hertzog being the only 
lawyer in the partnership, the others being merely mem- 
bers of the bar. We have an idea or two on the subject, 
but for obvious réasons prefer not to reveal it. 

Mr. Constable’s aptitude lay in the line of drumming up 
business, He was known, although he did not know it, as the 
“barker” for the firm. He belonged to eight clubs; he was iden- 
tified with fourteen charities, among which he counted three 
chairmanships; he was in the vestry of a prosperous church, 
and on the Visiting Board of two hospitals; sixteen corpora- 
tions published his name as a director, and the same sixteen 
acknowledged his firm as counsel. Mr. Constable was in the 
public eye. 

Mr. Glenning was not in the public eye, but he had its ear, 
provided public was spelled with a capital ‘“P” and the right 
political party was in power. Mr. Glenning had been a mem- 


ber of the firm for twenty years, which proved that the right 
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political party generally was in power. What his functions 
were no one seemed to know, but unquestionably he was a very 
busy man. A very serious, earnest believer, too, in his pro- 
fession was Mr. Glenning, and impatient of the silly slights and 
slurs ever ready on the tongue of the outsiders, Thus, when 
an alleged wit said something about “more cases being decided 
at the trench than at the bench,” Mr. Glenning, who dined more 
with the judges, and knew them better than any man in town, 
snubbed the speaker, and disposed of his remark as ‘‘a sneer of 
the unsuccessful.” 

Everybody understood Hertzog’s work. It used to be said 
that his two best clients were Constable and Glenning, but 
then, people are always saying bitter things for want of better. 

Mr. Constable was a florid-faced, white-whiskered, well- 
dressed little man, bright, quick and full of energy. There were 
those who considered him pompous, and, it is true, he regarded 
himself very seriously. But most people took him at his own 
estimate. In the outer office his manner was sharp, short and 
decisive; in the inner office, he was silent, impressive and in- 
decisive. That is to say, he listened thoughtfully, earnestly, 
sympathetically, intelligently, comprehendingly—in any and 
every way that inspires confidence, but no one ever lured him 
into expressing an off-hand opinion. His decisions were always 
“decisions reserved.’ “‘Reserved for Hertzog,”’ muttered “the 
unsuccessful.”” But luckily, Mr. Constable never heard them, 
for, like Mr. Glenning, he was intolerant of flippancy in every 
form. He was also intolerant of details. 

If anything went wrong in the office Mr. Constable shook 
off all responsibility for it. That is a detail of which I know 
nothing,” was his ever-present phrase in timeof trouble, and this, 
accompanied by a wave of his hands, cleared the atmosphere in 
his vicinity. A detail in Mr. Constable’s meaning was anything 
uncomfortable to remember, “That is a detail with which I do 
not charge my memory,” he would say, and he was never con- 
tradicted, 

The foregoing are the finest portions of the work, 
though the description of “Van” and the author’s mention 
of “the Judge who throws papers on the floor” are worthy 
of note. What member of the New York Bar does not 
know the real Van?—‘the calm squelcher of office-boys, 
the recognized savior of managing clerks, the patient in- 
structor of sophomoric attorneys, the courteous guide, 
philosopher and friend for all busy members of the New 
York Bar—Van, whose serenity and sanity had withstood 


some thirty years of service as chambers clerk.” 


Still, it cannot be said that the author has made the 
most of his opportunities, and we ultimately laid the vol- 
ume aside with a sense of disappointment. The book 
bears evidences of haste, the plots have slight novelty, and 
many oi the stories are poorly told, and one or two have 
but little connection with law and lawyers. 

It seems strange that since Warren’s “Ten Thousand 
a Year” there has been no good legal novel. It appears 
almost impossible for a writer *to portray the charac- 
ter of an ordinary member of the bar with any degree 
of accuracy. As for the stage lawyer—well, he is usually 
cut out on a pattern. As Jerome K. Jerome puts it: “He 
is old, and very long and very thin. He has white hair. 
He dresses in the costume of the last generation but 
seven. He has bushy eyebrows and isclean shaven. His 
chin itches considerably, so that he has to be always 
scratching it. His favorite remark is ‘Ah!’” 

If some attorney of literary ability, who has had at 
least ten years’ practice (we don’t think that he could 
do it with less), would only put down upon paper the 
things he sees and hears daily! There is an empty shelf 
in our book-case waiting to be occupied by such a book. 
The author of “The Case and Exceptions” has in some 
instances shown an aptitude for description, and it may 
be that he is destined to write this book later on. 





There are no lawyers in China. There are licensed 
notaries, who pay the mandarin a certain amount for the 
privilege of drawing up the complaints and statements 
of the people who may have business in the court over 
which the mandarin presides. They extort heavy fees 
from those whom they serve, and use their influence with 
the mandarin. By a concession on the part of the govern- 
ment, some of the missionaries have a rank which gives 
them the right to plead a case before a mandarin. It 





has been said that this right was abused to such an 
extent that the people revolted. 

“If a man did anything for which he could be 
held,” said a writer on the subject, “he would go to a 
missionary and be converted. In return the missionary 
would plead his case, use his influence and money with 
the mandarin and the criminal would go free. By that 
means the number of converts has grown rapidly, and the 
natural hatred of the Chinese toward the foreigners has 
been intensified.” 








TOPICS OF INTEREST. 


A final decree in another State awarding a definite 
sum as alimony, when rendered against a defendant in a 
divorce proceeding over whom the court had jurisdic- 
tion, is held, in Lynde v. Lynde (N. Y.), 48 L. R. A. 
679, to be enforceable, but there was a refusal to enforce 
provisions as to future alimony and as to equitable reme- 
dies therefor. 





A contract by which a husband agrees to pay money 
to his wife in discharge of his obligation to support her 
is held, in Henderson v. Henderson (Or.), 48 L. R. A. 
706, not to be against public policy, when it is made, 
not for the purpose of a voluntary separation, but after 
a separation has actually occurred on account of the 
misconduct of one of the parties which justified it. 





An assignable cause of action on a policy of indemnity 
against employers’ liability for damages through injusies 
to employes is held, in Fenton v. Fidelity & C. Co. (Or.), 
48, L. R. A. 770, to arise as soon as the accident occurs, 
although the assured is insolvent and cannot pay the 
claim against him,where the policy provides that the in- 
surer shall have immediate notice of an accident and ex- 
clusive power to settle and adjust the claim, 





The following decisions are upon points of “river 
law”: 

The right of a city to discharge sewers into a river 
to the damage of riparian proprietors is denied in Platt 
Bros. v. Waterbury (Conn.), 48 L. R. A. 691, holding 
that such damage is not merely consequential, but a direct 
appropriation of property rights, for which compensation 
is required by the Constitution. A note to this case 
analyzes the decisions on the right of cities to drain sew- 
age into waters. 

Contrary to the above decision, it is held, in Val- 
paraiso v. Hagen (Ind.), 48 L. R. A 707, that such dam- 
ages are merely consequential and give riparian owners 
no right to compensation, where the sewage is discharged 
skillfully and in conformity to statute. Such a nuisance 
is held in Smith v. Sedalia (Mo.), 48 L. R. A. 711, to 
be a private one, for which the land owner may main- 
tain a private action for damages. This case also holds 
that there is a constitutional right to compensation for 
such damages under a provision against taking or damag- 
ing private property without just compensation. 

The discharge of such sewers into a river where the 
tide ebbs and flows, if authorized by statute, is held, in 
Grey ex rel. Simmons v. Paterson (N. J.), 48 L. R. A. 
717, to give riparian owners no right to damages, as their 
title extends only to high-water mark; but above the ebb 
and flow of the tide, where their title extends to the 
middle of the stream, the pollution of the river by sewage 
is held to give them a right to just compensation. Sayre 
v. Newark (N. J.), 48 L. R. A. 722, is another case in 
the same State to the same effect, holding that the Legis- 
lature can confer the right to use tidal streams as outlets 
for public sewers, and that a pollution thereby of the 
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water and air in the neighborhood of a dock, lessening the 
value of the private property, would not justify an in- 
Junction against constructing and operating the sewer. 





Printed sheets of a scientific work devoted to original 
scientific research are held by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, Third circuit, in the case of Read, Col- 
lector, v. Certain Merchandise (103 Fed. Rep., 197), to 
constitute a book within the meaning of the tariff act 
exempting scientific works, although the sheets were not 
bound nor stitched together. The court quoted with ap- 
proval from the opinion of the lower court as follows: “As 
to the question that because the book was imported in 
unbound sheets it was not a book, and, therefore, not 
entitled to free entry, it is not necessary to say more 
than that no such narrow definition of the word “book” 
can be accepted by the court. The statute itself does not 
undertake to make any such distinction. The collected 
sheets containing in orderly and connected fashion the 
record of the intellectual and literary work of the author 
is a book unless for some particular and special purpose 
a narrow definition is prescribed by law. The object of 
the statute was evidently to remove as far as possible 
obstruction to the freest possible circulation of the results 
of original scientific inquiry tending to the advancement 
of learning and the benefit of humanity.” 





The right of a man who has bought stock in a cor- 
poration, even with bad motives and with intent to bring 
suit against the corporation or otherwise do it injury, to 
have his stock registered, to inspect the books of the cor- 
poration, and to enforce such other rights as are incident 
to his ownership of stock without regard to his motives 
in seeking such enforcement, is asserted by Judge Pugs- 
ley, of the Court of Common Pleas of Lucas County, O., 
in the very recent case of John Arbuckle and others v. 
the Woolson Spice Company and others. This action is 
a bit of the litigation which has been going on for the last 
few years between Arbuckle Brothers of New York and 
the Havemeyer majority interest in the Woolson Spice 
Company, which company, the Arbuckles assert, was ac- 
quired by the Sugar Trust in order to institute rivalry 
against the Arubuckle Brothers in the coffee business, in 
case—as then threatened and since carried out—the Ar- 
buckles undertook the refining of sugar. The Arbuckles 
owned sixty-one shares of stock, for which they paid more 
than its actual value. On these shares they brought suit 
to have the court compel the Woolson Company to reg- 
ister the stock, and to let the Arbuckles inspect the com- 
pany’s books. The Arbuckles also asked for an account- 
ing and for a receiver. In defense, the company claimed 
that, in asking the court to order a registration of the 
stock, the Arbuckles had mistaken their legal remedy. As 
for the inspection of the books, the company claimed that 
it would be inequitable to let the Arbuckles inspect the 
company’s books, for the reason that the Arbuckles were 
competitors of the company in the business of roasting 
and selling coffee; that they bought their stock for the 
sole purpose of instituting litigation against the company, 
and were seeking thereby to injure and destroy the com- 
pany. The Judge noted that it was admitted “that the 
sixty shares of stock were bought, not as an investment, 
but for the purpose of instituting litigation against the 
company, and thereby endeavoring to promote their inter- 
ests, as such competitors,” but decided that “the right to 
transfer stock is given by law, and is incident to owner- 
ship, as much as the right of inspection ;” the Judge hold- 
ing “that the owner of stock of a corporation may en- 
force such rights as are incident to his ownership of stock 
without regard to his motives in seeking such enforce- 
ment.” As to the extent to which the Arbuckles are en- 
titled to inspect the books, the Judge ruled that “the stock- 





——— 


holder is entitled to an inspection of the stock books and 
records of the company which will furnish information as 
to its receipts and disbursements, dividends, profits and 
losses, and generally as to its business transactions and 
financial condition ; but the decree in this case should ex- 
clude the plaintiffs from the right to inspect or examine: 
the manufacturing secrets, formulas, or processes of the 
company, the names of its customers, its methods of can- 
vassing for trade, and other matters of a like private or 
confidential nature.” The accounting, injunction, etc., 
— denied. From this decision both sides intend to ap- 
peal. 


A deserter from the Russian naval service, who was 
arrested and confined in jail in this country upon the re- 
quest of the Russian Vice-Consul in Philadelphia, has 
been held by Judge McPherson, of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, Eastern District of Pennsylvania, in the case 
of United States v. Motherwell (103 Fed. Rep. 198), to 
be illegally detained, on the ground that the treaty be- 
tween this country and Russia provides for the arrest of 
deserters from ships of war, and the defendant at the time 
of his arrest was not serving on any vessel, but was wait- 
ing for service on a cruiser then in the course of construc- 
tion at the shipyard of Cramp & Sons, in Philadelphia. 
In the Fall of last year the defendant was ordered by the 
Russian Government to proceed to Philadelphia as one of 
a squad of seamen who were intended to become part of 
the crew of the Variag, a cruiser being built in that city 
under a contract with the Russian Government. The de- 
fendant had never been on board the cruiser, and there 
was no proof that her crew had ever been organized. Not 
long ago the defendant deserted the service and took up 
his residence in New York, where he was arrested. Upon 
the hearing of the case Judge McPherson ordered the re- 
lease of the defendant on the following grounds: “TI. 
The Variag is not yet a Russian ship of war. She is an 
unfinished vessel, intended, no doubt, to become a Rus- 
sian cruiser; but she has not yet acquired and she may 
never acquire that character. 2. The prisoner is not yet 
a member of her crew. So far as disclosed by the evi- 
dence, the vessel has no such organization, in the sense 
intended by the treaty. The prisoner and certain asso- 
ciates were ordered to Philadelphia to serve as part of the 
cruiser’s complement, but they have not yet begun that 
service, and may never be called upon to perform it. 3. 
Even if it be assumed that the prisoner may be treated in 
this proceeding as a member of a crew, because the Rus- 
sian Government intended that he should hereafter take 
upon him such status, the kind of proof required by the 
treaty to prove his status has not been offered.” Judge 
McPherson said that he reached his conclusion with re- 
luctance, as the prisoner was undoubtedly a deserter from 
the naval service of his country, and the framers of the 
treaty, seventy years ago, obviously did not foresee 
such a situation as the present. 











THE MENTAL CONDITION OF THE TRIAL 
JUDGE AT THE TIME OF THE TRIAL 
OF MRS. MAYBRICK.

Whatever may be thought of the point raised in Sir 
Edward Russell’s journal, the Liverpool “Post,” as to the 
abandonment of his client by Sir Charles Russell, at the 
trial, there cannot be two opinions that Sir James Fitz- 
James Stephens was, at the trial of Mrs. Maybrick, men- 
tally unbalanced, and entirely incompetent to sit as a 
judge on a trial when a human life was in the balance. 

We quote from the graphic language of the writer of 
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the Liverpool “Post” of the 13th of August, as to the in- 
sanity of Sir James. 

The Liverpool “Post” was never a friend of the pris- 
oner, and always remained hostile to her, hence this lan- 
guage is still more significant: 

“In fancy still one hears the distant fanfare of the 
trumpets, as the judges with quaint pageantry passed 
down the hall, and still with the mind’s eye sees the stately 
crimson-clad figure of the great mad judge as he set him 
down to try his last case. A tragedy, indeed, was played 
upon the bench no less than in the dock. Few who looked 
upon that strong, square head can have suspected that 
the light of reason was burning very low within; yet as 
the days of the trial dragged by, days that must have been 
as terrible to the judge as to the prisoner, men began to 
nod at him, to wonder and to whisper. Nothing more 
painful was ever seen in a court than the proud old man’s 
desperate struggle to control his failing faculties. But 
the struggle was unavailing; it was clear that the grow- 

ing volume of facts were unassorted, undigested in his 
mind, that his judgment swayed backward and forward in 
the conflict of testimony, that his memory failed to grip 
the most salient features of the case for many minutes 
together. It was shocking to think that a human life 
depended upon the directions of this wreck of what was 
once a great judge.” ! 

When called to account by Mr. Oulton, in a letter he 
had written combating the assumptions of their paper of 
the 13th, in which Mr. Oulton had said that if the judge 
was mad the press did not mention it at the time of the 
trial, the Liverpool! “Post” of the 14th replies as follows: 

“As to the enfeebled condition of the great Fitz-James 
Stephens’ faculties during the trial, Mr. W. H. S. Oulton 
says that the press did not mention it. How could the 
press arraign the sanity of a Judge of Assize during an 
Assize? There is such a thing as contempt of court. 
But rumors of the judge’s mental decay had Been 
prevalent before the trial, and during the trial those ru- 
mors were but too well justified. Nor was there any 
secret about it. The conspicuous incompetency of the 
poor man’s mind—a splendid intellect in massive dilapida- 
tion and sinking ruin—was one of the miseries of the 
case.” 

Again, in an article on Aug. 16, the same paper says: 

“It is so easy to say now that no mention was ever 
made of this or that. But, on the other hand, people 
with memories can attest, and do, that for years the un- 
certainty, the occasional confusion, the fitful torpor of 
Fitz-James Stephens’ mind was a subject of continual 
anxiety, causing some inconvenience in the administration 
of justice, and great sorrow in the minds of those who 
had admired the seemingly impregnable strength of this 
great lawyer throughout his professional life. Indeed, 
the spirit of the whole drama, so far as the great judge 
was concerned, is enshrined in that most pathetic of in- 
cidents, his retirement.” 

The truth is, and it may as well now be spoken, the 
statements of Sir Edwin Russell’s paper, the Liverpool 
“Post” that Sir James was mad at the time of the trial, 
are strictly true. They were well known to be true at 
that time to the leading men of the bar of England. Sir 
Edwin’s writer says they were well known to the press. 
There is no Western paper in England, outside of Lon- 
don, that has a higher position than the Liverpool 
“Post.” Its owner has sat in Parliament. He well knew 
it at the time of the trial, but says: “There is such a thing 
as contempt of court.”” We must concede that it would 
have been a bold thing to have published as a fact on the 
trial what the editor of that journal then well knew, that 
the trial judge was insane and wholly unfit to preside. 

This statement of the mental condition of Sir James, 
not only at the time of the trial, but before it, was well 








known to the bar. The writer learned this on the high- 
est authority on his recent visit to London. The members 
of the English Cabinet knew it. We believe that Sir 
Matthew White Ridley may not have known it. He was 
not a member of the bar. 

This point of the insanity of the trial judge has never 
been considered by the Home Secretary. It was never 
made in any of the appeals for Mrs. Maybrick’s release. 

No one can arise from a perusal of the assault of the 
Liverpool “Post” without being certain and convinced of 
the insanity of the judge who tried her. It will make a 
new issue for the new Home Secretary, in addition to the 
points presented before. 

Was the judge who tried Mrs. Maybrick insane at 
the time of the trial? If he was mentally incapacitated, 
so as to affect in any degree the full vigor of his memory, 
intellect or faculties, should she remain in prison?—From 
advance sheets of the “Medico-Legal Journal.” 











THE BANKRUPTCY ACT—A REVIEW. 





By E. C. Brandenburg.

(An address delivered before the National Association of 
Referees in Bankruptcy.) 

Gentlemen—With an audience such as this, steeped in 
bankruptcy and bankruptcy law, masters of all of its pro- 
visions, it has been rather difficult for me to select a line 
of discussion which would interest you or be worthy of 
your attention. The fact that I have known so many of 
you by the footprints you have left upon the sand of bank- 
ruptcy jurisprudence, and the fact that twice a year the 
telepathic cord that connects the referee with the Depart- 
ment of Justice at Washington, keeps up a constant vibra- 
tion of thought waves as to just what is wanted for the 
semi-annual reports and as to how little the referee can 
do toward preparing the same and still comply with the 
law, and the wish to meet you personally, have been the 
magnet that has brought me here from a much needed 
vacation. 

For various reasons I should possibly preface my re- 
marks with the statement that anything coming from me 
to-day is not necessarily the views of the Department with 
which I am connected, but my individual impressions 
gained from a close application and study of the subject 
of bankruptcy. 

I have been, time and again, indirectly called to ac- 
count by communication and in the papers as being in 
some way instrumental in the preparation of the forms and 
general orders promulgated by the Supreme Court. 
While experience has demonstrated that there are defects 
and opportunity for perfection, at the same time I should 
have felt it a compliment to have been called into consulta- 
tion, but only very indirectly if at all had I anything 
whatever to do with the matter. The Supreme Court was 
overwhelmed with suggestions, and I was informed that 
the clerk had in his office at the Capitol a stack of pro- 
posed forms as high as his head, all of which presumably 
received more or less attention, many of them less, when 
that court started upon its work. Any of you, therefore, 
who took the trouble to send to Washington suggested 
forms may feel happy in the thought that possibly you 
were in some way instrumental in their good features, 
while of course all in unison disclaim authorship of those 
found to be wanting. It is needless to say to you that 
the practical operation of a law alone will demonstrate its 
defects and show wherein it needs alteration—equally so 
any form prepared pursuant thereto for its execution. It 
is not surprising therefore that some of the forms fail to 
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meet the requirements, but I think you can rest assured 
that at the proper time they will be perfected. 

While I therefore disclaim connection with the prep- 
aration of the forms and orders, I must plead guilty to the 
indictment of having prepared and sent to you the volumi- 
nous semi-annual bankruptcy reports which you are re- 
quired to render to the Attorney-General. I know they 
are open to criticism, grave criticism, but at the same time 
I know that any suggestion made in the proper spirit for 
purpose of improvement and to enable us to furnish the 
necessary data for the information of Congress and the 
community at large will receive careful consideration and 
attention. The subject of bankruptcy is something new 
for the present generation, and, as under the earlier laws 
but little attention seems to have been given to preserve 
bankruptcy statistics, we were without a guide, but were 
obliged to blaze our way as we proceeded. 

So much for the apology. 

It occurred to me that it might possibly interest you 
to present some statistics which have perhaps not hereto- 
fore been accessible. For this purpose I have summarized 
the reports of the various clerks of the courts of bank- 
ruptcy which show the following facts:

This report is approximately correct, with the excep- 
tion that it does not cover data from the clerk of the dis- 
trict court for the northern district of Alabama, and cer- 
tain other courts, where but little bankruptcy business is 
transacted. The summary shows a slight growth in the 
voluntary feature of the law for each of the successive 
semi-annual periods. It further shows that the number of 
petitions filed in forma pauperis are on a decrease, unless 
the same bad showing should be made for the northern 
district of Alabama as for the second six months, when it 
alone had 865 pauper petitions out of a total of 2,820 for 
the United States. This decrease is also doubtless due to 
the fact that pursuant to the general orders of the Su- 
preme Court authorizing the collection of the filing fee 
subsequent to the institution of proceedings upon the dis- 
covery of assets, and the diligence of many of the courts 
and their officers, the fee was produced in a large propor- 
tion of the cases before the discharge was granted. 

An examination of the reports fails to show that the 
law is being availed of by one section of the country more 
than another, though, as might naturally be expected, 
those States with the largest population as a rule show the 
greatest number of petitions, which, however, does not 
signify that advantage is being taken of the law by a 
greater ratio of the inhabitants than in the less thickly 
populated States. 

This report goes far toward settling a much mooted 
question agitated at the time of the pendency of bank- 
ruptcy legislation before Congress with reference to in- 
voluntary procedure. There were eminent men in Con- 
gress who substantially insisted that, with a feature en- 
abling the adjudication of a man an involuntary bankrupt, 
the wheels of commerce and business industry would be 
stopped, with the resulting financial panic. None of these 
things have come to pass, and instead of an avalanche of in- 
voluntary petitions, we are surfeited with voluntary peti- 
tions, a very large percentage of them, however, being 
those of old insolvents. Such an argument overlooks the 
fact that even in the absence of a Federal bankruptcy law 
the State statutes place in the creditors’ hands process by 
which a defaulting debtor may be forced into liquidation, 
or his property seized by garnishment or attachment, leav- 





ing as exempt only such as is allowed him by virtue of 
some law. 

A summary of the referees’ reports presents some in- 
teresting facts, a few of which I desire briefly to call to 
your attention.

From the statistical portion of my address I desire 
now to revert to a matter of vital importance in the execu- 
tion of the law, and that is to the fees. 

Upon the question of fees in the administrative execu- 
tion of the present law I do not think there can be any 
question as to their insufficiency. The class of men re- 
quired both for referees and trustees and the nature of 
their services is such as to warrant some compensation 
commensurate with the degree of their ability and employ- 
ment. It frequently happens that the trustee is selected 
because of some peculiar skill or knowledge of the busi- 
ness in process of liquidation, and unless convinced that 
the referee has sufficient backbone to arbitrarily allow as 
compensation an amount commensurate with the nature of 
the work, such as was exercised by the distinguished 
chairman of your Executive Committee in the celebrated 
case of Plummer, in which the trustee was given a lump 
sum of $1,000, difficulty will arise in securing a compe- 
tent and proper trustee for the munificent compensation 
now allowed by law. 

In the case of the referee, he must not alone be a man 
of legal acumen, but must possess sound judgment and 
disctetion, and his integrity must be above reproach. It is 
to be feared that our legislators have acted upon the 
hypothesis that any one qualified to act as a notary public 
would also be qualified to act as referee. But such is not 
the case. The law student and office boy have, in the 
wise discretion of our learned courts of bankruptcy, not 
been designated to fill this office, but men of experience, 
in the forefront of their respective bars, many with 
extensive practices, have been selected because of the 
peculiar fitness for the office. Now, the question con- 
fronts us as to whether or not they shall be compen- 
sated for the sacrifices they are’ compelled to make by 
reason of the acceptance of the office. With the fees 
reduced to a minimum by the law, followed by a still 
greater reduction through the refusal of some courts to 
allow commissions upon secured claims, which interpre- 
tation seems to me absolutely unwarranted, added to 
which is the known fact that from henceforth the number 
of voluntary petitions will decrease, the unbiased mind is 
compelled to admit that the fees are inadequate, which 
fact is accentuated by the provision in the law which more 
or less debars a referee from any commercial practice. 
We cannot therefore expect to retain the proper class of 
officers unless some provision is made for their compensa- 
tion. 

As to what that compensation should be, I do not feel! 
qualified nor would I undertake to say, but I am certainly 
not an extremist, and it accordingly seems to me that 
there should be some happy medium between the allow- 
ances under the acts of 1867 and 1898. I do most strenu- 
ously insist, however, that whatever those fees be, they 
be uniform, and that either Congress or the Supreme 
Court should make them so, and not leave it to the dis- 
cretion of the various courts, one of whom may be a strict 
constructionist and another a liberalist, the former allow- 
ing nothing beyond what is allowed by the law and the 
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Realizing that a recommendation does not ordinarily 
come with good grace from a man urging an increase of 
his own salary, I took the liberty of possibly offending’ 
some of you by urging the following in my report to the 
Attorney-General last November, which was sent to Con- 
gress: 

“There is no doubt whatever that the fees allowed un- 
der the present law are in many respects inadequate for 
the services needed. While under the Act of 1867 the 
exorbitancy of the fees and expenses formed a potent 
factor in its repeal, the present law has gone to the other 
extreme and reduced the charges to a minimum, and to 
such an extent as to make them hardly adequate to se- 
cure or retain such class of officers as are required to prop- 
erly execute the law and protect the interests of all con- 
cerned. The services required of referees and trustees are 
extremely exacting, and in many instances unusual quali- 
fications are necessary to the proper conduct of a pro- 
ceeding in bankruptcy and the protection of an estate. 
While it is perhaps not proper to state wherein the limit 
should be placed, the matter should receive the thoughtful 
attention of Congress.” 

I feel quite strongly upon this question, both to the 
end that we may be able to retain as referees such men 
as are present at this convention and others whom they 
represent, that odium may not be brought upon the ex- 
ecutor of the law through their instrumentality, but that 
debtor and creditor alike will realize that a bankruptcy law 
is beneficent legislation, and that without the necessity of 
these officers becoming public benefactors. For these rea- 
sons I have urged and continue to urge, so far as I con- 
sistently can, that the fees of both referee and trustee be 
increased. : 

Another feature of the practical administration of the 
law which does not so much concern you as referees, but 
which is of vital importance to our commercial interests, 
is that with reference to the construction placed upon 
Setion 57 g, whether all payments on account within four 
months must be surrendered before proof can be made of 
the balance of the claim. 

In a recent investigation of the matter I had occasion 
to examine the Congressional records and debates, espe- 
cially those of the Fifty-fifth Congress, during which the 
present law was enacted. The records show that a num- 
ber of bills were introduced, probably the first being No. 
154, by Senator Nelson, which provides with reference 
‘to this matter that “the claims of creditors who have ob- 
tained undue preference within the provisions of this act 
shall not be allowed, unless such creditor shall first vol- 
untarily surrender to the court and the assignee, without 
legal proceedings, all property acquired by them by way of 
‘preference as aforesaid.” Senator Hale introduced Bill 
No. 429 on the same day, and in it appears the provision 
that ‘‘a creditor who has received a preference and shall 
have had reasonable cause to believe that it was thereby 
intended by the bankrupt to give him a preference shall not 
be allowed to prove his claim, unless he shall surrender 
such preference.” 

Subsequently Senate Bill 1035, containing a similar 
provision as in the original Nelson bill, was introduced, 
passed by the Senate, and referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House. On December 6, 1897, Representa- 
tive Henderson introduced H. R. Bill 4103, containing 
the provision now appearing in the law, that “claims of 
creditors who have received preferences shal] not be al- 
lowed unless such creditors shall surrender their prefer- 
ences,” which was also referred to the Committee on Ju- 
diciary, of which he was chairman. . This committee on 
December 17, 1897, reported substantially the law now in 
force, which omitted all of the bill passed by the Senate

ous amendments, inserted H. R. Bill 4103. 

The reports and debates in Congress are silent with 
reference to this provision, and a cursory examination of 
the debates shows that with the exception of two re- 
marks, one in the Senate and the other in the House, no 
light is thrown upon the matter. 

In the House, Representative Connolly, of Illinois, a 
member of the Judiciary Committee, made the following 
statement: 

“To pay a creditor in the ordinary course of business 
is not to make him a preferred creditor, but the debtor 
must do this with a specific evil intent at the time. He 
must do it, first, when he is insolvent; second, it must 
be done by him in contemplation of bankruptcy. And it 
must be done not only in contemplation of, but with the 
full purpose of evading the bankrupt act itself by giving 
a person preferred an undue advantage in the distribution 
of his estate under the law. Now, what objection is there 
or could there be to such a law as that? It is not a ‘pref- 
erence’ in the ordinary course of business. We are con- 
stantly making preferences ourselves. Men in trade—all 
of them—at times prefer one creditor over another. It is 
a common occurrence in business. Here are a number of 
accounts due by the merchant to the wholesale dealer. 
Fie cannot pay all of them at this time. He sends a draft 
to A or to B and says that to-morrow or next week he 
will scnd others to the rest of the merchants to whom he 
is indebted. 

“Ts that a preference within the eye of the law? 
by no means. Under this law it is not and cannot be a 
preference. It is not done when he is insolvent or with 
a view to taking advantage of the provisions of the bank- 
ruptcy law. It is not taken even in contemplation of in- 
solvency or bankruptcy proceedings. So the act is care- 
fully guarded not to interfere with those who are doing 
business in the ordinary way, transacting their business 
legitimately with a view to its proper conduct, and with 
no intent to defraud. The law goes alike to the interest of 
all parties—to the interest of the debtor and to the inter- 
est of the creditor in the distribution of the estate.” 
(Cong. Rec., 55th Cong., 2d Sess., p. 1895, Feb. 18, 1898.) 

Senator Lindsay, of Kentucky, a member of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, in discussing the bill, said: “Pref- 
erences are forbidden, and when given with the knowl- 
edge of the creditor, his property or its value, or the 
money paid, may be recovered by the trustee. Payment in 
the ordinary course of business by the debtor in good 
faith will not be construed as a preference.” 

It is rather singular that a provision of so great im- 
portance should not have received more serious consid- 
cration at the hands of Congress, but this is probably ex- 
plained by the fact that every other provision was made 
subservient to that of whether or not the bill should pro- 
vide merely for voluntary bankruptcy, or should also 
comprehend an involuntary feature. My individual judg- 
ment, which is supported by Senator Nelson in a recent 
conversation, is that, however the language of Section 
57 g is interpreted, it’ was not the intention of Congress 
to require the surrender of payments made on account 
without guilty knowledge or intent to defeat the law be- 
fore a claim could be proved for the balance of the ac- 
count. 


No, 








While courts are careful to guard the interests of 
commercs protecting the negotiation of commercial 
paper, they are also careful to guard against fraud, by 
defeating titles taken in bad faith, or with knowledge, 
actual or imputed, which amounts to bad faith, when re- 
garded from a commercial standpoint. Rochester & Char- 
lotte Turnpike Road Co. v. Paviour, 164 N. Y. 281. 
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Beland et al., Respondents, v. Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Association, Appellant (Supreme Court of Missouri, 
Div. No. 1, decided June 30, 1900). 


Where plaintiffs, who were sureties on a bond conditioned that they 
would pay for goods purchased by the principal, which he did not pay for, 
through mistake and misrepresentation gave their note for debts incurred be- 
fore they became sureties, their negligence in failing to discover the true 
State of the account between the principal and the defendant before giving 
the note is no defense in a suit to cancel the note. 

Where plaintiffs paid interest due on a note after they were informed 
that it was given for a debt for which they were not liable, and that it was 
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fatification of the note. 
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Robinson, J. By this equitable proceeding plaintiffs seek to 
have canceled a certain note executed by them to defendant on 
the 29th of September, 1893, and to have satisfied the record of 
a deed of trust covering certain real estate belonging to plain- 
tiffs, given to secure said note. The petition averred that the 
plaintiffs had become sureties on a bond to pay for beer and 
other supplies bought by one Joseph C, Kennedy of the de- 
fendant; that Kennedy afterwards became insolvent and un- 
able to pay his debts, and the defendant fraudulently repre- 
sented to plaintiffs that the indebtedness of Kennedy, which 
he was unable to pay, accrued after they became such sureties 
on said bond; that the bond provided for the payment for beer, 
etc., which Kennedy should buy of defendants after its execu- 
tion; that, on account of defendant’s representations as to when 
the indebtedness accrued, plaintiffs were induced to give a note 
and deed of trust for said indebtedness, when in fact it all ac- 
crued, except a small amount, before they signed the bond; 
that, when plaintiffs executed the note and deed of trust afore- 
said, they paid defendant $100 in cash, and that since then, and 
prior to the discovery by plaintiffs of the real facts of the case, 
they had paid defendant on said note executed by them the 
further sum of $180.84; that said two sums paid by them to de- 
fendant exceeded the amount of their obligation under the bond 
by $189.79. The petition contained a second count at law, setting 
forth the same fact as in the first count, and averred that plain- 
tiffs had overpaid the amount they were obligated to pay for 
Kennedy in the sum of $189.79, for which they asked judgment. 
The answer filed by defendant was a general denial. The trial 
court found the issues in favor of plaintiffs, and rendered its 











judgment accordinaty, Motions tor a new trial ry aa arrest 
of judgment were filed by defendant, which, being overruled, 
the case was taken on appeal to the St. Louis Court of Appeals, 
and by that court was ordered transferred here for final dis- 
position, for the reason, as expressed in the order, “that title 
to real estate is involved.” 

The facts show that one Joseph C. Kennedy for some time 
prior to Apri! 26, 1893, had been engaged in the saloon business 
in the town of Monett, in this State, and as such had been the 
agent and representative of the defendant herein, the Anheu- 
ser-Busch Brewing Association of St. Louis, for the sale of its 
beer in said town of Monett; that, on said 26th of April, Ken- 
nedy, as principal, and these plaintiffs, as securities, executed 
and delivered to defendant their bond in the penal sum of $2,000, 
conditioned that said Kennedy would pay for all beer and other 
merchandise of like kind ordered and bought of the defendant 
after the execution of said bond; that after said date, and prior 
to the 28th day of September following, Kennedy purchased 
beer and other goods of defendant to the amount of only 
$1,423.75; and that he paid on account of said purchase the sum 
of $1,302.70, which had been duly credited thereon, It also ap- 
pears that, prior to the time plaintiffs executed the bond afore- 
said with Kennedy, Kennedy had become indebted to defendant 
on account of beer previously purchased in the sum of $1,777.80. 
Of this last indebtedness the plaintiffs herein had no particular 
knowledge, although they say they heard that Kennedy was: 
owing defendant at that time something on account. The evi- 
dence further shows ‘that, during the month of August follow- 
ing, one B. S. Schoeffel, a local agent of defendant, residing at 
Springfield, called upon the plaintiff, Louis Beland (who is the 
father of the co-plaintiffs, and who represented them through- 
out the entire transaction which resulted in the execution of the 
bond in the first instance, and afterwards the note and dee@ 
of trust in controversy), at the blacksmith shop of the Frisco 
Railway Company, in said city, where the said Louis Beland 
was then-working, and then and there stated to him that “Ken- 
nedy had used up the full amount of his bond, or nearly so,” 
and that the company wanted a settlement, and that he came 
to notify him (Beland), as one of the bondsmen, of the fact, an@ 
that the company would expect him to make it good. The plain- 
tiff, Louis Beland, at that time stated that he did not think 
Kennedy had become indebted to defendant that much under 
plaintiffs’ bond, to which Schoeffel replied that that was his in- 
formation from the St. Louis office. It was then agreed that 
the matter should be deferred until the plaintiff Louis Beland 
should return from a contemplated trip to Chicago. .After Be- 
land’s return he went to see the agent, Schoeffel, as he had 
agreed, and again expressed his doubts as to the amount of 
Kennedy's indebtedness to defendant since the execution of the 
bond by himself and co-plaintiffs with Kennedy; and again 
Schoeffel replied, “That is the statement they (meaning the de- 
fendant company) gave me, and I believe it is right.” Schoef- 
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fel at neither of the two meetings above mentioned gave to Be- 
land the exact amount claimed under the bond on account of 
Kennedy’s indebtedness to defendant, but simply stated that 
“Kennedy had about used up the amount of the bond, and that 
there was nothing for him (Beland) to do but give a note and 
security for it.’ At the last interview Beland demanded that 
Schoeffel get a statement from Kennedy showing the exact 
amount of his indebtedness to defendant since the execution of 
the band, and Schoeffel replied that Mr. Nicoud, the traveling 
auditor of the defendant company, would be in Springfield in a 
few days, and that he would have a statement from Kennedy. 
Within a few days Nicoud came to Springfield, bringing a state- 
ment, signed by Kennedy, acknowledging in general terms his 
indebtedness to defendant in the sum of $1,873.85, without stat- 
ing when the indebtedness or any portion 6f it accrued. With 
this statement ir, hand, Schoeffel and Nicoud called upon Be- 
land, and read it to him, and represented that the amount 
named therein hid accrued under and was covered by plaintiffs’ 
bond. Beland, without further investigation, accepted said 
statements as true, and, relying upon them, executed the note 
and deed of trust in controversy. and afterwards procured his 
son and daughter to sign the same with himself, Upon the note 
So given the plaintiff, Louis Beland, paid $100 on the day of its 
execution, and afterwards the sum of $181.42. -When the note 
became due according to its terms, an extension of one year 
was asked by the plaintiff, Louis Beland, and same was grant- 
ed by the defendant; but, before the time for the maturity 
thereof under the extension had arrived, the plaintiffs had re- 
pudiated the entire transaction, and began this proceeding to 
have the note and deed of trust canceled. This is, in general, 
an outline of the facts, Other details will be given during the 
course of the opinion, as may become necessary. 

Upon all the facts, as said before, the trial! court found the 
issues in favor of the plaintiffs, and made its order that the 
note be canceled and surrendered to the-., and that an entry 
of satisfaction on the record of the dee. c truet be made, etc, 
Under any and every possible phase of che tesii:aony, the judg- 
ment of the trial court was for the right party. If it be con- 
ceded, as contended by appellant, that no intention was shown 
on the part of Schoeffel and Nicoud, or either of them, as agents 
of defendant, to deceive the plaintiffs, or to misrepresent the 
condition of the account of Kennedy with the defendant, or of 
the amount thereof upon which plaintiffs were liable by reason 
of having signed the bond with Kennedy on the 26th day of 
April, 1893, the fact remains that plaintiffs were deceived, and 
by reason thereof executed the note and deed of trust in con- 
troversy to defendant to secure an indebtedness for which they 
were in no wise liable, if we give them credit for the $100 that 
they gave to defendant on the day the note and deed of trust 
were executed, or if that item is ignored, in that it followed 
after the execution of the note and deed of trust, then they 
gave their note and deed of trust for an amount in excess of 











their tru ability to defendant on the bond in the sum of 


$1,782.80, and to that extent the note and deed of trust would 
be wanting in consideration. Since the date of the execution of 


the bond by plaintiffs, with Kennedy, to secure the payment of 
all indebtedness for goods to be sold by defendant to Ken- 


nedy after that date, there remained due from Kennedy to de- 
fendant only an actual balance of $91 when the note and deed 
of trust taken for the amount of $1,873.85. If, by the in- 
dulgenee of a superabounding charity, the court should be in- 
duced to conclude from the testimony that neither Nicoud, the 
auditor of the defendant company, nor Mr, Schoeffel, the local 
agent of defendant at Springfield, who had been instructed at 


the beginning of his work by Mr. Clauss, defendant’s general 
manager at St. Louis, “to approach them (plaintiffs) in a diplo- 
matic way.”’ knew the true condition of Kennedy’s account with 


the defendant company at the time negotiations were begun 
with plaintiffs which resulted in the final execution of the note 
and deed of trust in controversy, but made all of their state- 
ments as to the amount and the condition of Kennedy’s account 


with defendant as upon information, and not from personal 
knowledge, plaintiffs were none the less misinformed. Have 
defendant's agents as innocent of false representations as you 
wish; the fact is still unavoidable that you also have a deceived 
and misinformed plaintiff at the time the note and deed of trust 
in controversy were made, executed and delivered to the agents 
for the use and benefit of the defendant. The plaintiffs were 
obligated to the defendant only in such a sum and to such an 


amount as Kennedy had failed to pay the defendant on account 
of goods purchased since the execution of the bond in April, 
1898; and no reason is given or act shown to indicate that they 
intended to secure any other or different obligation, except as 
that intent gained alone from the fact that a larger obliga- 
tion is named in the note and deed of trust. While defendant's 
agents, who caused the note and deed of trust to be executed, 
made bol ») deny that they knowingly and falsely represented 
to the pleintiffs, of their own knowledge, that Kennedy’s in- 
debtedness » defendant since the execution of the bond was 
the amount of $1,873.85, they have failed to deny that plaintiffs 
ever agreed to secure the amount of Kennedy’s debts for which 
they were not liable under their bond. In a case like the pres- 
ent, where no consideration is shown for the giving of the note 
and deed trust securing same that were executed by plain- 


tiffs in excess of their obligation under the bond of date April 
26, 1898, equity will relieve against their enforcement, or interfere 


to effect eir cancellation and annulment, whether their exe- 
cution was brought about through the fraud of the beneficiary 
or by mistake or inadvertence of the maker. Neither fraud o: 
deceit, nor care or diligence, is a governing element in a cask 


of this character. The sole inquiry is, was an error made by} 
mistake of the parties, or by a mistake on part of the maker, 
conjoined with and induced in part by the fraud of the bene- 
ficiariary or its agents? If the note and deed of trust in contro- 
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versy were made through a mistake of the fact, as to the 
amount of Kennedy’s liability to defendant, since plaintiffs exe- 
cuted with Kennedy the bond of April 26, 1898, however that 
mistake was induced or brought about, the other undisputed 
and conceded facts of the case are such that the question of 
the negligence or want of negligence of the plaintiffs became 
matters of no concern. By reason of the transaction, defendant 
parted with nothing; it waived no rights that it might other- 
wise have exercised to its advantage, had the mistake not been 
made by reason thereof; it did no act to its injury, or from 
which injury might flow. By the giving of the note and deed 
of trust, defendant's condition was in no way altered, except 
for the better, to the extent of the payment of $189.79 made by 
plaintiffs on the note in excess of the amount they were ob- 
ligated to pay on account of the bond, By what process of 
reasoning or under what rule of law an act of negligence on 
part of the plaintiffs which resulted alone to the good of de- 
fendant, if such plaintiffs’ failure to ascertain the true state of 
the account between Kennedy and the defendant before signing 
the note and deed of trust in question at defendant’s solicita- 
tion can be characterized, can be invoked to validate a worth- 
less obligation, or to stay the hand of justice in the effort to 
arrest its force and execution, we are at a loss to conjecture. 

The doctrine of estoppel contended for by appellant is whol- 
ly inapplicable to the facts of this case. The plaintiffs did no 
act or acts, they made no representations or statements upon 
which defendant acted, that caused a change for the worse in 
its relations to any of the original parties to the indemnity 
bond. Plaintiffs simply made a mistake in giving their note 
for more than they were obligated under the terms of the bond, 
according to defendant’s view of the testimony, while, on the 
Other hand, if we take the view of the plaintiffs, the act was 
induced by the direct fraud and misrepresentation of defendant. 
In either view of the case, however, it would be a most extraor- 
dinary application of the equitable doctrine of estoppel, estab- 
lished to prevent fraud and injustice, to apply here in behalf of 
the defendant, for the purpose of preventing the interposition 
by plaintiffs of a harmless mistake, which, unrelieved against, 
would result in the gross injustice of compelling plaintiffs to 
pay to defendant $1,777.81,—a sum for which they never received 
an iota of consideration, and on account of which transaction 
the defendant has parted with nothing of value, If, instead of 
this suit by plaintiffs to cancel] the note and deed of trust, the 
defendant had begun an action to recover of plaintiffs the 
amount of the note, can it be doubted that the defense of no 
consideration would be heard, and that, too, without regard to 
the negligence or want of prudence on part of these plaintiffs 
in failing to properly investigate into the matters and facts 
that led up to and resulted in the making of the note? If the 
law would defeat defendant in the attempt to enforce its de- 
mand on account of its wants of consideration, equity should 
certainly aid the plaintiffs by the cancellation of that obliga- 
tion, made without consideration, and under a mistaken view 
of facts, of which it must, at least, be said, was induced in part 
by the ‘“‘diplomatic way” the plaintiffs were approached by de- 
fendant’s agents. To relieve against such mistakes, equity has 
full and ample power. 

Appellant’s further contention that plaintiffs’ recognition of 
the validity of the note in controversy, by making a payment 
thereon, after the discovery of the mistake that led to its exe- 
cution, and the long delay thereafter-in instituting this action, 
is fatal to plaintiffs in this action, is also untenable under the 
facts of the case. In the first place, the evidence does not show 
that the plaintiffs paid any part of the note after they were 
possessed of the full facts of the case. During Christmas week, 
1895, before the maturity of the note, the plaintiff Louis Beland 
had been told that the debt of Kennedy, secured by this note 
and deed of trust, had not all been created during the life of 
the bond signed by plaintiffs with Kennedy. He then called 
upon Kennedy, who was in Springfield at that time, and asked 
if that was true. and Kennedy answered in the affirmative: but 
on being pressed for the exact condition of Kennedy’s account 
with the defendant, showing the amount due before the signing 
of the bond and the amount created afterwards, Kennedy 
claimed that he could not tell from memory, but would look up 
the matter when he got home, and send a statement to him. 
After waiting a month or more for the statement, and not get- 
ting it, Louis Beland then wrote to Kennedy, in Monett, for the 
promised statement, and received the reply that the books did 
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not show anything by which he could make up the desired 
statement, and no statement was sent to plaintiff as promised. 
Early in the month of March, Louis Beland again wrote to Ken- 
nedy, requesting that he give to him a statement showing the 
amount of his indebtedness to the defendant before and after 
the signing of the bond, and again received an answer that he 
could give plaintiff nothing that would enlighten him. Under 
this confused and unsatisfactory state of facts, Louis Beland, 
on the 28th day of March, 1896, paid the interest due upon the 
note, and asked and was granted an extension theron for one 
year. In April Louis Beland again wrote to Kennedy for the 
full facts of the account, and, getting no satisfaction regarding 
the matter, employed an attorney to investigate the facts for 
him, and it was not until June of that year that the true state 
of the account was made known to him, Information to Louis 
Beland that plaintiffs had made to defendant a note for more 
than they were liable on account of having signed Kennedy’s 
bond, or that part of defendant’s account against Kennedy 
which they had settled had been created before the execution 
of the bond, was far short of information that the note was 
wholly without consideration, or that plaintiffs were not justly 
indebted to defendant thereon in some amount. In fact, Ken- 
nedy’s entire conduct was such, when addressed and written to 
by Louis Beland, as to impress him with the fact that plaintiffs 
were liable to defendant for part of the sum named in the note; 
and the plaintiff Louis Beland must have so understood it at 
the time he paid the interest on it in March, and took the ex- 
tension on the note, Plaintiffs’ information from Kennedy was 
not such as to have justified their entire repudiation of the 
note at that time, nor can the act of making the interest pay- 
ment by said Louis Beland on the note be treated as a recogni- 
tion by plaintiffs of its validity after they were advised of all 
the facts which went to show its invalidity. The payment of 
interest on the note in March was no more a recognition of its 
validity by plaintiffs then than was the signing of the note on 
the 28th of September, 1893, a recognition of the amount of their 
obligation to the defendant under the bond which they had 
previously signed with Kennedy. In both instances plaintiffs 
were deceived and kept in the dark as to the full and true facts 
of the case. But if it be said that plaintiffs did pay interest on 
the note in controversy after they had been informed as to 
their non-liability under the bond which they had signed with 
Kennedy, and after they had been informed that the note had 
been obtained by deception and fraud, still that act would not 
amount to a ratification of the obligation expressed in the note, 
which plaintiffs could not now avoid. The note was given with- 
out consideration, in the first instance, and for that reason 
alone could have been repudiated at any time. When the in- 
terest due on that note was paid by plaintiffs at its maturity, 
no consideration moved to them by their act, and no incon- 
venience was suffered by defendant on account thereof, The 
voluntary ratification of an instrument that is void for want of 
consideration, after a knowledge of that fact, gives to the in- 
strument no virtue that it did not possess in the beginning, nor 
does it endow it with a vitality of which it was wanting at its 
creation. Consideration is as essential an element in an act of 
ratification, in a case of this character, as it was in the act of 
first creation. Likewise, the question of ratification, implied 
by law against one who fails to repudiate a transaction in 
proper time after the discovery of the fraud that led to its 
creation, has no application to an agreement made without con- 
sideration in the first instance, as the note or deed of trust in 
question. The law by no presumption can make that binding 
upon a party which that party by direct agreement could not 
make binding in law against himself. The presumption which 
the law indulges in favor of contracts involved in fraud in the 
first instance, that they will be carried out, notwithstanding the 
fraud, if not repudiated in a reasonable time after the discov- 
ery therof, does not apply to those unilateral in their burdens, 
but only to those mutual in their obligations. No amount of 
knowledge, and no delay. in announcing its acquisition, by way 
of repudiating the obligation of a contract, will raise the pre- 
sumption against the defrauded party, making the contract 
without consideration, that he is to abide by its result. The de- 
fendant in this action gave nothing, promised nothing, and 
waived nothing. Hence the reason for strict promptitude, as 
under the rule governing contracts carrying mutual obligations, 
is wanting, and has no application whatever. The judgment of 


the trial court was for the right party, and will be affirmed. 
All concur, 
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The International Conference for the 
Protection of Industrial Property, at 
which United States Assistant Patent 
Commissioner Walter H. Chamberlin 
and Lawrence Townsend, United States 
Minister to Belgium, were the American 
representatives, adopted the following 
resolutions :

Third—Patents cannot lapse because 
they are not put in circulation, excapt 
after a minimum delay of three years, 
dating from the first application in coun- 
tries where the patent is allowed and 
in cases in which the conditions of the 
patent do not justify causes of inaction. 


ALABAMA, 


A meeting of the Birmingham Bar 
was held in the Circuit Court room on 
November 26, to consider the proposed 
second division of the Criminal Court. 
The meeting was presided over by Judge 
John H. Miller, and was largely at- 
tended. 

Solicitor H. P. Heffin of the Criminal 
Court read the proposed bill providing 
for the second division, and Mr. John 
London read a statement from the clerk 
of the Criminal Court showing the con- 
dition of the docket. The Criminal 
Court holds three terms a year, the 
January term lasting three months, and 
April term lasting three months, and 
the September term lasting four months. 
Mr. London offered a resolution to the 
effect that the Birmingham bar recom- 
mend the passage of the bill creating 
a second division of the Criminal Court, 
and that the members of the Legislature 
be requested to use their influence to 
have the expenses of the court borne by 
the State. 


A substitute offered by Mr. Samuel 
Wilson that the overflow business of the 
Criminal Court be transferred to the 
Circuit Court, and that the Governor be 
requested to send the supernumerary 
judge here to dispose of it, was voted 
down. 

The resolution offered by Mr. London 
was then adopted. 

A resolution providing that in the 
event the bill became a law that the act 
creating the Inferior Criminal Court 
sbould be amended so as to take from it 
its jurisdiction in State cases arising in 
beats 21 and 37, was voted down. 

A motion by Judge Howze that the 
committee, consisting of B. M. Allen, 
F. S. White and Lee O. Bradley, which 
called the meeting, be instructed to cum- 
municate the action of the meeting to 
the county’s representatives, and that 
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State pay the expenses of the new court 


was passed, and the meeting adjourned. | 
CALIFORNIA. 


The Los Angeles Bar Association is to 
be re-organized. At the present time 
the association bas a membership of 
about sixty. As there are nearly 600 
lawyers in the city, itis believed a mem- 
bership of 250 can be obtained, and some 
of the more enthusiastic members of the 
present association have in their mind’s 
eye a scheme to obtain permanent rooms 
and to equip these properly, after the 
plan of the quarters of the San Francisco 
Bar Assoviation. The question of re- 
organization is now im the hands of a 
committee of three, consisting of John 
D. Works, Judge W. J. Hunsaker and 
Judge Lucien Shaw. 


INDIANA. 


The Indianapolis Bar Association met 
on December 8 and elected officers for 
the ensuing year as follows:

After the dinner had been served 
President Hamilton welcomed the com- 
pany and said, ‘‘Many new members 
have been added to our number, and, so 
far as 1 know, only one has been taken 
away by the hand of death.

In con- 
clusion he said that the face of Middle- 
sex is toward the rising sun, and her 
arms are nerved to strike off the 
shackles of sin and misery; she wel- 
comes every hope of a more equal justice 
and a sweeter charity.

He con- 
fined himself to reciprocating the warm 
greeting of the association, and asking 
the members to accept his presence there 
as evidence of the cordiality of his feel- 
ings. 

Mr. Lawton was the next speaker. 
After alluding to his relations with the 
association, he dwelt on some of the 
historic associations of MiddlesexCounty. 
The speaker also dwelt on the relations 
which prevailed between the judge and 
the members of the bar. 

Judge Fox of the Superior Court, in 
some brief remarks, said it seemed to 





him that, to-day, a Massachusetts ju 
seldom had excuse in the behavior of the 
bar toward him for expressions of bad 
temper or for bad manners. 

Mr. Hurd gave the members many ex- 
cellent stories from the old court and 
legal life of Massachusetts. 


Judge Hammond emphasized the 
hankering which a man elevated to the 
bench had for the society and com- 
panionship of lawyers.

PENNSYLVANIA. 


The proposed meeting to form a new 
bar association in Allegheny County, 
owing toasplit in the present associa- 
tion, has not as yet been held, and, 
according to ©. CO. Dickey, one of the 
leaders of the opposition, no such meet- 
ing will be held at present, as the plans 
of the dissatisfied members have not yet 
been matured. Mr. Dickey said that 
nothing had been done toward forming 
a new association, and as yet there was 
no serious intention of such « procedure. 

The trouble among the members fof 
the bar association 1s due to the action 
of friends of Major W. C. Moreland, 
who caused a resolution to be adopted 
asking the reinstatement of Major More- 
land to practice on the ground that he 
had been granted a pardon for the em- 
bezzlement of city funds. Many mem- 
bers of the association believed that the 
pardon did not restore him to the confi- 
dence of the public, and that as the bar 
association had found Major Moreland 
guilty of the charges specified against 
him and recommended to the Court that 
he be disbarred from practice, it would 
do wrong to ask the Court to ugain ad- 
mit him to practice. 

There was a hot fight and much bit- 
terness sprang from it, resulting in talk 
of a new organization, but members of 
the association who opposed the resolu- 
tion favoring Mooreland say that they 
have heard nothing of a meeting to or- 
ganize a uew association. 

A movement is on foot among the 
leading lawyers of the Allegheny County 
Bar, sinve the announcement that H. C. 
Frick intends to build a 20-story sky- 
scraper opposite the court house on Grant 
street, to have him reserve the top floor 
of the immense structure for a club 
room. It is proposed to organize a club 
of lawyers, if Mr. Frick will make his 
plans for the rooms, to occupy them and 
fit up the place with everything that a 
lawyer needs and could wish for. This 
would include a fine library, plenty of 
desk room and reading rooms. An effort 
to establish such a club has been made 
a@ number of times before, particularly 
when new buildings would go up near 
the court house, but the owners of the 








buildings would not  aaiiiailile suitable 
rooms if the club was formed, causing 
the plan to be dropped in its incipiency. 
The a who are sounding those 
known to have been interested in the 
movement before, request that their 
names be kept from the public until 
such time as an organization is effected 
and Mr. Frick can be interviewed. 
Some of the attorneys announced that, 
in their opinion, Mr. Frnck will have no 
hesitancy in adopting the suggestion if a 
responsible organization is formed. The 
rent, it is expected, would be made 
nominal, in order that members would 
be attracted to the club by the slight 
expense necessary to maintain it, and 
eventually become tenants of the build- 
ing for convenience sake.

WASHINGTON. 


The first annual dinner of the Pierce 
County Bar Association was given at the 
Tacoma hotel December 3. About fifty 
members were present. A brief busi- 
ness session was held and officers were 
elected for the ensuing year. Judge 
Oarroll was the only member of the 
present judiciary present. Judge O. V. 
Linn, of Olympia, was a guest of the 
association. 

No set program of speeches had been 
prepared. Herbert Griggs made a 
humorous address, making a number of 
gvod points at the expense of the pro- 
fession which were highly appreciated. 
The report of the treasurer showed about 
70 in the treasury and a number of 
new members were admitted. 

Mr. Shackleford, chairman of the com- 
mittee on legal reforms, read a number 
of communications that had been sub- 
mitted in regard to legislative amend- 
ments. One reform desired was an 
adequate provision for service of process 
on insane persoaos. A bill covering this 
matter was passed by the house two 
years ago, but was killed in the senate. 
The commitee recommended that another 
bill be prepared along similar lines and 
an effort be made to get it passed by the 
coming legislature. Suggestions were 
also offered for an amendment to the 
garnishment law and the appointment 
of administrators in states where the 
deceased did not reside. Another re- 
form asked, upon which the committee 
did not take any action, was a law re- 
quiring the Supreme Court to dispose of 
its business within a reasonable time, 
by withholding the salaries of the judges 
until they made an affidavit that all 
matters that had come before them 
within the six months previous had 
been disposed of. 

Walter Christian objected to tinkering 
with the garnishment law. He said it 
had given substantial satisfaction, and 
if the legislature was asked to amend it 
it was probable that the result would be 
a worse law than that at present in 
force. 

The president was directed to calla 
special meeting of the association to dis- 
cuss reform legislation and agree upon 





such matters as it was desired that the 
legislative delegation should press at. the 
coming session. President Stiles desig- 
nated Thursday evening, December 13, 
at 7:30 o’clock, ‘at the United States 
court rooms, aS the time and place of 
the xy 

Walter Christian offered some sugges- 
tions for consideration at that meeting. 
He said that the supreme court was now 
about a year behind in its work, with 
no prospect of catching up, and he pro- 
posed the submission of a constitutiontal 
amendment authorizing the governor 
to appoint three additional judges for 
such length of time as would be required 
to clean up the docket. He also cailed 
attention to a circular letter sent out by 
Frank Graves, of Spokane, advocating a 
reform in the manner of electing both 
supreme and superior court judges. Mr. 
Graves’ scheme was to divorce the 
judiciary from politics, and to that end 
advocated holding an election for those 
officers separate from the regular state 
election. Candidates would be nomi- 
pated by petition, supreme court judges 
requiring 1,000 names and superior court 
candidates 250. No pohtical designation 
would be permitted on the ticket and 
the supreme court judges would be 
elected for eight years. Mr. Christian 
did not entirely agree with these sug- 
gestions, but thought that all the mem- 
bers of the judiciary should be appointed 
by the governor and their salaries con- 
siderably inc

CUBA. 

The Havana Bar Association on 
December 9, elected Senores Quintana, 
Maidagan, Cuiral and Iglesias members 
of its Executive Committee. Senur 
Quintana was formerly a Judge of the 
Supreme Court, while the others were 
judges of the Audiencia. All were dis- 
missed on Sept. 17 by an order which 
was printed in the Gazette, with a 
preamble accusing them either of gross 
dishonesty or incapacity. They never 
appealed to Gen. Wood against their dis- 
missal, but several prominent lawyers, 
at their request, after looking into the 
case, declared that they had acted 
rightly, and that Senor Gener, Secretary 
of Justice, was wrong in recommending 
their dismissal. 

It was generally known that the bar 
association, which consists of nearly all 
the lawyers of Havana, thought of elect- 
ing these ex-judges members of the 
Executive Committee. The Lucha, 
which represents Secretary Gener, 
threatened the association with a sever- 
ance of official connection with the Gov- 
ernment, as was done in Portio Rico. 
The association has the right to charge 
for putting its seal on powers of attor- 
ney, and its members also decide be- 
tween clients and lawyers regarding the 
amount of the latter’s fees. From these 
and other sources the association enjoys 
@ certain revenue which it would lose if 
the Government refused to recoguize it. 

The Patria, which voiced the opinion 
of a majority of the lawyers, replied 
that the association did not care whether 
the Government recognized it or not. It 
added that the association was indepen- 
dent of the Government and was deter- 
mined to elect the dismissed judges as 
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members of the en ote ery 
against Secretary ner, W t 
had removed them without giving them 
atrial. Prominent lawyers admit that 
the circumstances of the ex-judges never 
bat the fags sy toy a Dot appl 
ut t um not ap 
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a the course yo ey fe a the 
Spanish regime. They had no confidence 
in the Supreme Court, which, they de- 
clare, would have decided against them 
through fear of dismissal by Secretary 
Gener. It is ‘admitted that this asser- 
tion accuses the Supreme Court of either 
gross dishonesty or cowardice. 

Before the election of the ex-judges, 
President Sola read a letter from Gover- 
nor-General Wood, saying that he wished 
to inform the association of the attitude 
of the Government. These ex-judges, 
he added, after they had been dismissed 
for the reasons given in the Gazette of 
Sept. 17, had never, by themselves or 
through representatives, a ed to him 
for trial, and if they wished to appeal 
they should have tried the Supreme 
Court, the decision of which would have 
been final. He said in conclusion that 
no refusal to hear an appeal had been 
made, After reading the letter Senor 
Sola said the matter was grave, but the 
association was free to act as it choose.

In the future it will not be necessary for 
a lawyer to belong tu any association. 
The Supreme Court will register lawyers 
— supply the place uf the association. 

is asserted by some persons that the 
sebak of the association was due toa 
conspiracy to oust Senor Gener from his 
place of secretary of justice. 

It 1s said that the ex-judges, in view 
of General Wood’s letter, will now de- 
mand a trial on the charges which led to 
their dismissal.

Cabinet, will open a law office in New 
York city, following the example of Ex- 
Speaker Reed and Ex-Secretary Carlisle. 
It is said that he will also have an office 
in Washington, and will make a specialty 
of practice in the United States Supreme 
and Circuit Courts. 

It has been intimated that Mr. Griggs 
has had flattering offers from several 
noted New York law firms, and is con- 
sidering the question of entering an 
established partnership, but is inclined 
rather to form a new law firm, of which 
he will be the head. 

Henry Zeimer Convicted. 

Henry Zeimer, fifty-six years old, a 
lawyer of No. 239 Broadway, was placed 
on trial before Recorder Goff and a jury, 
in Part III of General Sessions, on 
December 12, charged with subornation 
of perjury. Zeimer was charged by the 
District Attorney’s office with conduct- 
ing a bogus divorce bureau, and was 
indicted, with Frank Wilson, an ex- 
convict, and W. Waldo Maison, who is 
now a fugitive. A number of_divorces 
were procured by the parties. Wilson 
pleaded guilty, and is being held asa 
State’s witness. There were two women 
also implicated in the matter. They 
were Mary Thompson and Byrde G. 
Herrick. Mrs. Herrick brought suit 
against W. C. Herrick, and the case was 
referred to Grosvenor 8. Hubbard, in the 
Mills building. 

Mary Thompson, who had confessed 
the part she played, said regarding the 
case of Herrick vs. Herrick, that on 
November 1, she was in the office when 
Mrs. Herrick and Zeimer were there. 
She was asked in the presence of Mrs. 
Herrick to testify that Herrick called on 
her ina flat in Forty-third street and 
there was unfaithful to his wife. 

Zeimer, she said, told her the story 
would not be proved false; that referees 
were looking for money, and even if Sit 
was shown to be false the worst that 
could be done was the dismissal of the 
suit and the ordering of a new suit. 

Zeimer was convicted upon ‘the evi- 
dence of the two women, who had made 
full confessions to the District Attorney. 


Mr. McKean to Explain. 

Information of State Comptroller Gil- 
man has been requested regarding a 
circular letter issued by B. 8S. McKean, 
informing corporations that he can save 
them portions of their payments under 
the Stute Tax law. The circular says: 

‘*In examining the reports filed by 
you with the State Comptroller for taxa- 
tion purposes I find that you have not 
literally complied with the law, in that 
youare paying more taxes than is therein 
required. If this report was corrected 
to meet the exact requirements of the 
State, you would then pay your propur- 
tion of the State tax and no more than 
others in the same line of business. I 
have made a special study of the cor- 
poration tax laws, and am prepared to 
make the necessary corrections in your 
report, if you so desire, upon the follow- 
ing terms, to wit: ‘One half of the 
savings effected the first year only, but 
if nov reduction is made then no charge 
is to be made by me of any nature.’ ”’ 

State Comptroller Gilman in a letter 
to Mr. McKean said: . 

**The attenion of this department has 
been called to a circular letter purport- 
ing to be issued by you, in which you 
insinuate that you have examine re- 
ports filed with the State Comptroller 
for purposes of taxation. This depart- 





ment requests information as to what 
authority you have for making any such 
statement, and if you have examined 
reports, as stated in your letter, at what 
time such examinations were made and 
who permitted you to make them. It is 
entirely at variance with the rule and 
practice ot this department to allow any 
one to examine corporation tax re 
except upon an order of a stockholder of 
the corporation. If the statement pur- 
porting to issue from your office did not 
come from you the department would be 
pleased to know it, and if you are issu- 
ing ay such statement would most re- 
spectfully request that the practice be 
immediately discontinued.’’ 

The Comptroller indignantly denies 
that Mr. McKean or any other person 
has ever been permitted to examine re- 
ports filed in the department for purposes 
of taxation, except where an order has 
been forwarded to the department signed 
by a stockholder of the corporation 
whose report is to be examined, or when 
application has been made by the duly 
credited legal representative of the com- 


pany. 

These reports show upon their face: 
what dividends have been declared by 
the company, the amount of capital em- 
ployed in doing business in the State, 
and, in many cases, the actual amount 
of business transacted by the company. 
In addition, there are cases in which an 
actual appraisal of the value of the capi- 
tal s is made and sworn to by 
officers of the corporation, and if copies 
of such reports should be had indis- 
criminately, or the reports examined in 
the Comptroller’s department, the in- 
formation there given might be used by 
competing concerns for stock jobbery 
and other purposes not exactly legitimate. 


Patrick Charges Forgery. . 

Albert T. Patrick, now in the Tombs: 
on charges of forgery, on December 6, 
filed an answer in the Surrogate’s Court 
to the petition for the probate of the 
alleged will of James Marsh Rice, exe- 
cuted in 1896. A second will, executed 
this year, has been offered for probate: 
by Patrick, in which he is made the 
residuary legatee of Rice’s estate, said to- 
be valued at $8,000,000, and this will 
provides that if any of the legatees con- 
test this will they shall be barred from 
inheriting any portion of the estate, and 
that such portion of the estate shall go- 
to Patrick. Patrick is one of the 
executors of the 1900 will, which is 
alleged to bea forgery. In his answer 
Patrick alleges, in effect, that the signa- 
tares to the 1896 will were forgeries, and 
that the document is not the last will, 
or in fact any will whatever of James 
Marsh Rice. 

Bar Association News. 

The Board of Classification of the 
United States general appraisers on 
December 7, announced a decision re- 
garding the status of law books imported 
by Baldwin Brothers & Oo. for library 
of the Bar Association of New York. 
The reguiar duty of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem had been assessed on the buoks, 
under paragraph 403 of the tariff, and 
the importers protested, claiming free 
entry under the provision in paragraph 
573, relating to public libraries. 

The protest is overruled and the col- 


lector’s decision is affirmed, as it is held 
that this is in no sense a public library. 

For the first time in its history, on 
December 11, the Bar Association had a 
contest over the election of a Nominat- 
ing Committee. The cause of the dis- 
agreement was the desire of the so-called. 











‘*younger element’’ to have more voice 
in the selection of the association’s 
officers and committees. It was said by 
several of the younger lawyers at the 
meeting that the association had been 
run too long by a clique of the older and 
more conservative members of the bar, 
and that the younger men in the asso- 
ciation had no voice in the management 
of affairs. 

Accordingly a rival ticket was placed 
in the field at the monthly meeting 
when the time came for electing 
the nominating committee that is to 
make recommendations for a ticket to be 
voted at the annual meeting in January. 
The balloting lasted for an hour, and it 
took nearly another hour to count the 
votes. Then it was discovered that the 
‘*younger element’’ had been outvoted, 
231 to 149, but had succeeded in electing 
four of the nine members of the nomi- 
nating committee through a provision 
which allows one member of the associa- 
tion to vote for only five members of the 
nominating committee at an election. 

John E. Parsons, the president of the 
association, was in the chair as usual 
when the meeting began, and it was 
observed that there was an unusually 
large number of members present, infor- 
mation of the coming contest having 
been spread by the efforts of both fac- 
tious to have u« large representation ready 
to vote. After the routine business of 
the meeting had been transacted, George 
W. Wickersham arose and moved the 
election of the Nominating Committee, 
the Auditing Committee and the inspec- 
tors of electicn. There was no opposi- 
tion to that, and then Albert Stickney 
placed in nomination the following 
members of committees. 

Nominating Committesa—Augustus C. 
Brown, Almon Goodwin, George Zabris- 
kie, Lewis Cass Ledyard, William P. 
Dixon, Eugene A. Philbin, John S. 
Sheppard, J. Mayhew Wainwright and 
Thomas N. Rhinelander. 

Auditing Committee—William F. Dun- 
ning, Edwin W. Coggeshall and Robert 
Shaw Minturn. 

Inspectors and Canvassers of Election 
—George 8. Coleman, Abraham I. Elkus 
and Jordan J Rollins. 

Mr. Stickney explained that in voting 
for members of the Nominating Com- 
mittee each member. of the association 
could vote for only five names. Herbert 
Smyth then placed in nomination the 
candidates of the ‘‘younger element’’ 
for members of the Auditing Committee, 
naming only five, as follows: Edward 
C. James, Rastus S. Ransom, George 
M. Pinney, Jr., James M. Gifford and 
P. Tecumsch Sherman. 

After the nominations had been closed 
Peter B. Olney said he desired informa- 
tion if a ticket containing only five 
names was a valid ticket, and then he 
disclosed the reason for his question by 
suggesting that only the first five names 
on the ‘‘nine name ticket’’ nominated 
by Mr. Stickney b2 voted on. There 
was good natured laughter by the oppo- 
sition, and 1t was increased when Presi- 
dent Parsons said that Mr. Olney was 
correct in his supposition that votes 
need be vast only for the first five names. 
It was decided to keep the polls open 
for an hour. Before beginning the bal- 
loting, however, the men nominated for 
members of the Auditing Committee and 
for inspectors of election were elected 
unanimously. 

After the balloting began the members 
of the association transacted a little 
more business. A year ago the Bar As- 
sociation appointed a committee cousist- 
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ing of George C. Holt, Lewis Cass Led- 
yard, Henry W. ‘Taft, Frederick H. 
Betts, Albert Stickney, William A. 
Jenner and Arthur H. Masten, to confer 
with a committee appointed by Congress 
to revise and codify laws relating to the 
organization and jurisdiction of the 
United States courts. Upon the motion 
of Mr. Stickney, President Parsons was 
authorized to appoint eight udditional 
members of the association’s Conference 
Committee, and he named William G. 
Choate, William B. Hornblower, Wal- 
lace Macfarlane, H. Galbraith Ward, 
Edmund Wetmore, Edward B. Whitney, 
Samuel B. Clarke and Ernest E. Baldwin. 

About 10:30 P. M., after the balloting 
in the side room had ceased, the associa- 
tion voted to take a recess, and it was 
nearly an hour later when the tellers 
were ready to announce the result of the 
balloting. The names of the men who 
had been elected members of the Nomi- 
nating Committee were read, with the 
number of votes which each had re- 
ceived, as follows: Augustus C. Brown, 
230; Almon Goodwin, 219; George 
Zabriskie, 231; Lewis Cass Ledyard, 227; 
William P. Dixon, 211; Edward O. 
James, 149; Rastus S. Ransom, 144; 
James M. Gifford, 142, and P. Tecumseh 
Sherman, 143. 

As soon as the result of the balloting 
was announced, the meeting adjourned. 
It was apparent that the contest, while 
it had been spirited, had left no ill feel- 
ing. 

In the early part of the meeting Lewis 
L. Delafield reported for the Executive 
Committee that there had been presented 
to the association some pictures and 


busts, and that one member had given 


$10,000 to the library fund, but had de- 
sired to have his name kept from publi- 
cation. The treasurer reported that the 
association had 1,657 members in good 
standing, and that the receipts of the 
association in 1400 amounted to over 
$70, 000. 

The Nominating Committee will have 
a meeting soon to discuss candidates to 
be placed in nomination before the an- 
nual meeting of the association in Janu- 
ary. Some of the members of the com- 
mittee have said that they believed there 
would be entire harmony in the proceed- 
ings and that the ticket agreed upon 
would be elected unanimously. ‘The 
ticket will be posted on the bulletin board 
of the association some time in advance 
of the January meeting. 

It has been learned that the plan to 
run opposition candidates for members 
vf the Nominating Committee was 
formed at a meeting of a few lawyers in 
a downtown office. 


‘*There was no desire to create dissen- 
sion or trouble in the Bar Association,’’ 
one of the men concerned in the move- 
ment said, ‘‘but we thought the clique 
that had been running the affairs of the 
association for some years ought to be 
stirred up a little. If we had kept our 
plan secret until it was carried out at 
the meeting of the association, we could 
have elected all five of the opposition 
candidates for members of the Nominat- 
ing Committee, but full notice of our 
plan was given to the regulars, and 
some of them began sending out appeals 
to their friends to attend the meeting 
and vote for the regular ticket. As it 
was, we were sure of electing four mem- 
bers of the Nominating Commuttee by 
placing only five in nomination, because 
the rule requires that, while nine mem- 
bers of the committee are to be elected, 
one person can vote for only five mem- 
bers. ’’ 





The Legal Aid Society. 

At a special meeting of the Legal Aid 
Society on the afternoon of December 6, 
in the office of President Arthur Von 
Briesen, 229 Broadway, a resolution was. 
adopted to amend the constitution so as 
to provide for patrons who should pay 
$100 a year, and for life members who 
should pay at leust $1,000. The Presi- 
dent reported that eight members had 
already signified their willingness to be- 
come patrons, as did also Edwin Gould, 
who had not hitherto been a member. 
These new patrons are: Jacob H. 
Schiff, Seth Low, Oswald Ottendorfer, 
Mrs. J. Kennedy Tod, isaac H. Selig- 
man, Julien T. Davies, Edwin Gould, 
Mrs. Edith Carpenter Macy and Mrs. 
Anna Woerishoffer. 

The twenty-fourth annual report has 
been issued, and it shows that this quiet 
but most useful beneficent organization 
is doing a vast amount of good in look- 
ing after the legal interests of poor, 
ignorant and down-trodden people living 
in New York, or stranded in this city, 
aud who from their circumstances have 
no means or knowledge of how too help 
themselves. 

During the twenty-four years of its 
existence the society has attended to 
101,260 cases—in the language of the re- 
port ‘‘protected over 100,000 of our 
neighbors against an equal number of 
grasping and over-reaching individuals, 
satisfied the demands of one class and 
taught a useful lesson to the other.’’ 

Until 1899 the society had but one law 
office. In 1899 three additional offices 
were established—the Seamen’s Branch, 
at N. 3 Pike street; the University Set- 
tlement Branch, at No. 57 Rivington 
street; and the Woman’s Branch, at the 
United Charities Building. 

The Seamen’s Branch was established 
through the intercession of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church Missionary Society 
and the American Seameén’s Friend 
Suciety, which have furnished funds 
almost sufficient to maintain the work 
of the branch. 

The office is under the charge of 
Charles H. Abbott. The attorney’s re- 
port shows that Mr. Abbott’s branch 
office takes care of over three hundred 
cases a month. In 1900 probably more 
than five thousand seamen will receive 
attention. 

The University Settlement Society 

branch was opened at the request and 
because of theSsupport of ‘the University 
Settlement Society, which gives the 
Legal Aid Society a room rent free and 
money to finance the work. It is doing 
a splendid work among the helpless East 
Side workers. 
Bethe Woman’s Branch was created by 
the women of the society. It is run by 
@ committee, the chairman of which is 
Mrs. Louise Waring, an enthusiastic 
worker. 


Higher Salaries for the Judges. 

A movement is on foot among the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of the 
Second Division, comprising Kings and 
Richmond Counties, to have the bill 
which was defeated two years ago, fixing 
their salaries at $17,000 instead of $14,000, 
us now, reintroduced into the State 
Legislature at its coming session. The 
bill will not be antagonized by the Re- 
publican organization leaders, although 
they brought about its defeat in 1892. 
The measure at that time had become 
distasteful to County Chairman Walter 
B. Atterbury, owing, it is declared, to 
the refusal of Justice Goodrich“to con- 


tribute more than $200 to the campaign 
fund. 
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Another bill supported by the Brook- 
rt Judges will, if adopted, take from 
Sheriff the right to sell « under 
foreclosure at public auction, and give it 
to referees appointed by the Judges. 
This would greatly increase the Judge’s 
patronage, and would diminish the 
revenues of the Sheriff’s office to a con- 
siderable extent.

Robert J. Irwin. 

Robert J. Irwin, whose office was at 
7 Beekman street, died suddenly on 
December 6, at his residence 114 East 
Eleventh street.

He was known as a writer and a lec- 
turer, and was identified with the 
Shepard faction of the Democratic party 
in Brooklyn. He wa:a member of the 
Ohio Society, the Southern Society, 
Kane Lodge, F. and A. M. ; the Brook- 
lyn Democratic Club, the Franklin 
Literary Society and other organizations, 


Justice Henry R. Beekman. 

Henry Rutgers Beekman, a Justice of 
the Supreme Court, died suddenly on 
the morning of December 17, in the 
vestibule of his own home, at 35 West 
Seventeenth street. He had started for 
the County Court House when he became 
ill and returned home. Hefore he could 
use his latchkey and open the door he 
fell dead. Appolexy was the cause. 
The Justice was feeling as well as usual 
when he had his breakfast. As custom- 
ary, a cab was called at 9:30 o’clock to 
take him to the Court House, where he 
was to sit in Trial Term, Part VI. He 
got into the cab and drove away. It

was about thirty minutes later when his 
wife saw what she thought was the 
same cab drive away from the house 
again. At the same time the door bell 
rang. Lying in the ‘vestibule was the 
Justice. He was unconscious "and was 
carried into the house. His brother, Dr. 
John N. Beekman, and Dr. Daniel M. 
Stimson were called. They found that 
he was dead. 

It appears that after the Justice had 
driven down Fitth avenue to Washing- 
ton Square he began to feel very ill, and 
had the driver turn around, saying that 
he would go back to the house. When 
he reached the house he dismissed the 
driver and walked quickly up the steps. 
He stepped inside the vestibule and 
hesitated a moment, then reached for 
his keys. He suddenly reeled, but mus- 
tered strength enough to ring the bell, 
then fell forward on the floor. A passer 
by who saw him fall uided in carrying 
him into the house. 

By a peculiar coincidence, just about 
the time the Justice died, two legal 
actions in which he was plaintiff, were 
commenced in the Supreme Court, the 
papers being filed in the County Olerk’s 
office. In both cases he appeared as 
trustee under the will of Charles H. 
Neilson, and Hannah M. Halpin was the 
defendant. The actions were for fore- 
closure sale under mortgage of two 
pieces of property at One Hundred and 
Forty-second street and Broadway. The 
late Justice Frederick Smyth had as 
referee sold these pieces of property to 
Mrs. Halpin. If the actions were filed 
after the death of Justice Beekman they 
will have to be started all over again. 

Justice Beekman was born in this city 
in December, 1845. He was educated in 
Columbia College, graduating in 18665. 
He then entered the Columbia Law 
School, and on completing this course, 
was admitted to the bar in 1867. He 
was appointed Park Commissioner in 
1884 by Mayor Grace to fill a vacancy. 
In 1886 he was re-upppointed for a term 
of five years, and made President of the 
board. The same year he was elected 
President of the Board of Aldermen and 
resigned as a Park Commissioner. At 
the expiration of his term of office, 
Mayor Hewitt appointed him Corporation 
Counsel, which position he held until 
Mayor Grant appointed his successor. 
While he was Corporation Counsel he 
was active in the promotion of rapid 
transit, and subsequently, early in 1894, 
when the subject was taken up by the 
Chamber of Commerce, he drew the bill 
for that body which was introduced in 
the Legislature and ultimately passed. 
Under the commission created by that 
bill he was apppointed as one of the 
counsel, and held the position until he 
was elected to the bench. 


It was in November, 1894, that he be- 
came a candidate for the position of a 
member of the Superior Court on the 
ticket headed by William L. Strong, who 
He was 
elected, and when the courts were con- 
solidated by the new Constitution, on 
Jan. 1, 1896, he became a Justice of the 
Supreme Oourt. Prior to going on the 
bench he was the head of the law firm 
ot Beekman & Ogden, now Philbin, 
Beekman & Menken, 


Thomas Nolan.

nee, for he was pompous, 
oblivious to all but the most practical of 
joxes, and withal so remarkable in 
brogue, manner, appearance, and dress 
that idle people about the courts always 
rushed 1n to hear him argue a case or a 
motion. His manner was remarkable ; 
his great frame swayed to and fro as 
he advanced his ments, and his 
telling points were always delivered in 
a deafening voice. His eloquence was 
punctuated by the constant swinging of 
his arms. o asides from those who 
pestered him or of laughter from the 
spectators ever disturbed the Counsellor 
fora moment when he was delivering 
an argument. He was oblivious to 
everything but the business in hand. 
After addressing the court he always sat 
down with a look of intense satisfaction. 

Almost every conceivable method of 
having fun with a man was tried on 
Nolan. He was induced to make 
speeches, to write ,books, and” was once 
induced to revise the New Testament. 
His admiration fur Emmet and other 
Irish celebrities ied him to write a num- 
ber of eulogistic accounts of their lives, 
all of which were passed around among 
his friends by the counsellor, each one 
of whom praised the works with all the 
complimentary language at his com- 
mand. 

Charles C. Beaman. 

Charles Cotesworth Beaman of the 
firm of Evarts, Choate & Beaman died 
at his home, 11 East Forty-fourth street, 
at 9 o’clock on the night of Saturday 
December 15. His death was due to 
heart trouble. 

Mr. Beaman was the son of the Rev. 
Charles ©. Beaman, a Oongregational 
minister, and Mary A. Stacy. He was 
born at Houlton, Me., on May 7, 1840, 
and at the age of 17 entered Harvard 
College. He wus graduated in 1861. 
For three years he taught school in 
Marblehead, Mass., and then deciding to 
become a lawyer he took a two years’ 
course in the Harvard Law School. 
After finishing that he went to Wash- 
ington and became private secretary to 
Charles Sumner, and later, clerk of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations. 

in Washington Mr. engaged 
the attention of Attorney-General Will- 
iam M. Evarts and when the commission 
was appointed to go abroad to settle the 
Ala’ claims with Great Brituin, 
Mr. Beaman was selected by President 
Grant as one of the solicitors for the 
United States. Upon his return he be- 
gan the practice of law in New York 
and in 1873 he entered into partnership 
with Edward Nicoll Dickerson, the 
famous patent lawyer under the firm 
name of Dickerson & Beaman. In 1874 
Mr. Beaman married Miss Hettie Sher- 
man Evarts, daughter of William M. 
Evarts. Five years later he was invited 
to enter the firm of Evarts. Southmayd 
& Choate and did so. In 1884 the firm 
became the present one of Evarts, Choate 
& Beaman. Mr. Beaman had in late 
years paid attention largely to railroad 
law and had been mainly the consulting 
lawyer of the firm. 

After the exhaustive study which he 
made of the controversy over the 


Alabama claims he wrote in 1871, a book 
on the subject entitled ‘‘The National 
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and Private Alabama Olaims and their 
Final and Amicable Settlement.’’ In 
politics Mr. Beaman first attracted at- 
tention when as a Republican he declined 
@ nomination for Ju of the Court of 
Appeals. in 1894 he gained greater 

rominence in the political field when 
) ge e chairman of the Conference 
Ouaumaties of the Committee of Seventy, 
which carried on the Strong campaign. 
He was active also in the campaign of 
1897, supporting Seth Low. 

In 1887 Mr. Beaman was chosen one 
of the overseers of Harvard College for 
aterm of six years. He was re-elected 
for a second term. At the time of his 
death he was President of the University 
lub and a member of many other clubs 
and societies, among which were the 
Harvard, Century, University, Union, 
Players’, Union League, Bar Associa- 
tion and New England Society.

The students of the Law School seem 
to have been inspired with the new 
spirit and now feel that they are really 
a part of the university. Their in- 
creased interest in general university 
affairs is everywhere in evidence and 
their influence is being felt in all uni- 
versity circles. The increased attend- 
ance upon the lectures is something re- 
markable, their daily attendance being 
almost 95 per cent. and the attendance 
in the library, where each student has 
an individual desk, and where most of 
them do their work, is equally encourag- 
ing. Nothing seems to have been 
neglected by the university authorities 
in their endeavor to provide every com- 
fort, first class student’s restaurant, 
checking room, stationery stands and 
newspaper stands, being among the 
latest accessions. 

Last spring three new law clubs were 
permanently organized, and also one 
legal fraternity, making a total of eight 
student’s organizations now connected 
with the department, each of which has 
an elegantly furnished room in the base- 
ment of the building. 

Many students have also taken a deep 
interest in the Pennsylvania Debating 
Union, and a few in the University 
Student’s Band, both of these organiza- 
tions occupying quarters in the Law 
School building, the former meeting in 
Price Hall, which is the most elaborate 
hall in Philadelphia, devoted exclusively 
to debating. The membership in the 
Houston Club and other student’s or- 
ganizations from the student body has in- 
creased by over 50 per cent. The 
numerous law club smokers, banquets, 
class dinners and department social 
affairs given last winter, also show the 
new feeling and true university spirit 
which now exists among the men. This 
spirit seems not to be confined solely to 
the students at present in the depart- 
ment, but also extends to the graduates 
of the last two or three classes as well, 
several of them having celebrated their 
first reunion, and the graduate members 
of several of the students social organi- 
zatious connected with the Law School, 
have co-operated with the undergraduate 
members in their efforts to raise funds 
for furnishing the rooms, establishing 
prizes, etc. Last June the graduating 
class donated a handsome clock to the 
department for use in the conversation 
room. Ata reunion of the Class of ’98, 
resolutions were adopted extending the 
sympathies of the class to the family of 
their late class mate, Roy Wilson White, 
and a committee was appointed to sug- 
gest a plan to establish some permanent 
memorial in the department to Mr. 
White. 

During ' the year the teaching force of 
the Law School has lost three men by 
death. Every one is acquainted with 
the sad and tragic end vf Mr. William 
H. Carson and Mr. Koy Wilson White, 
both of whom met their death at the 
hands of assassins. Last spring Pro- 
fessor James Parsons died after a short 
illness. Professor Parsons had been con- 
nected with the Law School for more 
than twenty-five years and at the time 
of his death, was Professor Emeritus. 


Mr. Dickson resigned his instructor- 
ship in Admiralty and Constitutional 
Law of Pennsylvania. During the year 
Mr. Grey delivered a new course of lec- 
tures on New Jersey Practice; Professor 
McPherson on Insurance, and Professor 
Patton, a new course on Practice to the

@ new course on n “The ‘Law I Associa- 
tion,’’ this last being a combination of 
his former courses on Corporations and 
Partnership Law. 


The changes in the Faculty and in the 
courses for 1900 and 1901 are compara- 
tively few. This year the Freshman 
will have fifteen hours instead of seven- 
teen hours per week, and the second 
fifteen hours instead of twelve; the third 
year will be obliged to elect eleven as 
last year. In the first year class, the 
course in Pleading has been reduced to 
one hour per week and the course in 
Contracts, owing toa leave of absence 
for one year, granted to Professor Oar- 
son, has been divided between Mr. 
Roberts, three hours a week to the first 
year men, and Mr. White, two hours a 
week to the second year men, the latter 
based on Sales and Agency. Mr. Bohle 
will take one of Professor Dallas’ hours 
in first year Torts, and also one hour in 
second year Evidence, Mr. Boble’s hour 
this year being part of the regular 
course. The course in second year Con- 
stitutional Law has been increased from 
two to three hours a week. Mr. Charles 
L. McKeehan, who was elected Fellow 
of the department for one year, will con- 
duct the course on Bills and Notes, for- 
merly given by Professor Patterson. 
Dr. Lewis’s course on third year Equity 
has also been extended to three hours 
per week throughout the year, and Mr. 
Grey’s hour in New Jersey Practice has 
been extended to two hours per week 
throughout the year. The Favulty also 
expect to establish a course on Delaware 
Practice, provided they can secure the 
services of a good member of the Dela- 
ware Bar. Mr. Robers’s course in Bank- 
ruptcy has been reduced to one hour per 
week. The courses on Negligence and 
Damages have been combined and will 
be given by Mr.° Bohlen two ‘hours a 
week throughout the year. The courses 
on Constitutional Law and Statute Law 
of Pennsylvania have also been com- 
bined and will be given by Mr. White 
two hours a week, under the title of 
‘*Oonstitutional and Statute Law of 
Pennsylvania.’’ The courses on Ad- 
miralty and ‘‘Conflict of Laws’’ will not 
be given this year on account of the re- 
tiremeat of Mr. Dickson and the death 
of Mr. White. 

The post graduate course in law, 
established last spring, has also been 
postponed for one year. Dr. Edgar S. 
Shumway, who was recently elected by 
the trustees as a lecturer in Roman Luw 
in the Law School, will this year confine 
his course to the college. Next year his 
lectures will be offered as one of the 
subjects counting towards the master 
degree in the post graduate course in the 
Law Department. 

Professor Shumway was born in 1856 
ut Belchertown, near the Connecticut 
River in Western Massachusetts. He 
was graduated from Amherst College in 
1879 with the degree of A. B., and three 
years later with the degree of A. M. 
from the same institution. In 1893 he 
received the degree of Doctor of Philoso- 
phy from Rutgers College. Dr. Shum- 
way has also studied Law and Philosophy 
and has done a great deal of original 
research in Germany at the University 
of Marburg, and at the University of 
Berlin, and under Dr. Leon Hardt. He 
has also studied privately under such 
men as Gustav Fisher and Herbert 
Adams (now of Johns Hopkins Univers- 
ity ;) Professor Burgess, of Politi- 
cal Science at Columbia University, and 
Professor Harpe, of the University of 
Chicago. Twenty years ago Dr. New- 
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bold, now the Dean of the Department 
of Philosophy of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, for college with Pro- 
fessor Shumway at the COheltenham 
Academy, where he taught for two and 
one- years. He then was appointed 
instructor in one of the Normal ools 
in New York, and subsequently was 
elected Professor of Latin and Laterature 
at Rutgers OUollege, New Brunswick, 
New Jersey, which chair he has held for 
the last seventeen years, and where he 
has also for the past twelve years given 
a course in Roman Law. 

In 1882 he founded, and for four years, 
edited a monthly journal known as 
‘*Latine,’’ which was then the only 

ine in Latin published in America. 


-In 1885 he published his famous work, 


entitled ‘‘A Day in Ancient Rome,’’ 
which has already reached its forty- 
second thousand. He has _ written 
numerous articles for educational maga- 
zines, including the ‘‘Annals of the 
American Academy. ’’ 

Dr. Shumway has been a most suc- 
cessful teacher and accomplished scholar, 
having specialized particularly in the 
study of the Roman Law and Juristic 
Latin, the former of which he will teach 
at the university. 

The results of the spring examinations 
were most encouraging. The class of 
1900 graduated with eighty-seven men. 
The general results of all examinations 
taken by the men in all three classes 
show some very interesting statistics. 
About 18 per cent. of the total marks 
were honors and about 10 per cent. were 
conditions, the percentage of honors 
being the highest and the percentage of 
conditions the lowest among the college 
graduates, and the percentage of honors 
gradually decreasing and the percentage 
of conditions gradually increasing among 
the classes of those who have spent only 
a few years at college, to those who 
took the entrance examinations. In the 
last three years, the percentage of honors 
has gradually increased and the total 
failures in the second and third years, 
decreased considerably, which is at- 
tributed entirely to the more stringent 
entrance requirements. 

The annual awarding of prizes was as 
follows : 

The Faculty prize for the best written 
examination with all the Professors, In 
the third year, to Charles Henry How- 
son, with honorable mention of Charles 
Louis McKeehan.

BOOK REVIEWS. 


‘*The Case and Exceptions, Stories of 
Counsel and Uilients.’’ By Frederick 
Trevor Hill. Published by Frederick 
A. Stokes Company, New York. 

This work having been very fully dis- 
cussed already (vide ‘‘ Wanted—A Good 
Legal Novel,’’ supra) no separate re- 
view will be given here. 











‘*The Law and Practice in Bankruptcy. 
under the National Bankruptcy Act of 
1898,’’ by William Miller Collier. 
Third edition revised and enlarged by 
James W. Eaton. Published by Mat- 
thew Bender, Albany, N. Y. 

In the two andahalf years during 
which the act has been in operation, so 
many sections have been judicially con- 
strued as to render a new edition of 
this well-known work almost imperative. 


The editor has pursued a wise plan in“ 


quoting largely from tho more important 
opinions and in so doing has afforded an 
example which might, we think, be fol- 
lowed by other writers with excellent 
results. It may be admitted that it gives 
a work somewhat the appearance of being 
**padded,’’ but at the same time, it is 
certainly a great convenience when the 
particular report 1s not at hand. The 
aforesaid citations are thoroughly up to 





date and the work is one that can be 





recommended to the attention of the 
profession. 


‘The Settlement after the War in South 
Africa,’? by M. J. Farrelly, LL. D. 
Barrister at Law, Advocate of ‘the 
ae Court of Cape Colony. Pub- 
ished by The MacMillan Company, 
New York City, price $1.50. 

Dr. Farrelly has produced a somewhat 
interesting and certainly a timely work 
which is as peace to the soul after the 
Inrid descriptions of battle, murder and 
sudden death, that many writers seem 
to umagine are called tor m a discussion 
of the South African Question. It can- 
not be said that the present author is 
altogether without prejndice but even 
with this defect, his book may truth- 
fully be said to be a fairly careful 
analysis of the subject. The style leaves 
something to be desired, due to the 
writers unfortunate predilection for long 
and somewhat involved sentences and 
the book bears evidence of haste. Take 
it all in all, however, it well 
merits perusal. Discussing the Boer 
Ultimatum, he says: 

‘*Last comes that most insolent docu- 
ment flushed with insane arrogance— 
the Ultimatum. It is, as has already 
been stated, not a diplomatic document 
at all. The Afrikander leaders saw that 
war had come upon them through the 
impatience ot the veldt Boer; and now 
was their last chance of a parting greet- 
ing to the foe they had so fatuously 
condemned. Its modest demands deserve 
enumeration. 

First—All matters of difference to be 
settled by Arbitration. 

Second—British troops on the borders 
to ‘‘be instantly withdrawn. ’’ 

Third—‘‘ All reinforcements of troops 
which have arrived in South Africa since 
the first of June, 1899, shall be removed 
from South Africa.’’ 

Fourth—‘‘ Her Majesty’s troops, which 
are now on the high seas, shall not be 
landed in any part of South Africa.’’ 

‘‘An immediate and affirmative 
answer’’ is requested ‘‘before or upon 
Wednesday, 1ith October, 1899, not later 
than 5 o’clock P. M.’’ 

Failure to accept these terms before 5 
o’clock P. M. is to be regarded asa 
declaration of war. 

Any further movement of British 
troops is also to be regarded as a declara- 
tion of war. 

These terms would have been rejected 
with scorn by Montenegro. The Im- 
perial Government is calmly requested 
to evacuate British territory and to re- 
call British troops on the high seas. 

Still, with all this insolence, even to 
the last is to be perceived the note of 
none-European subtleness. This arro- 
gant Ultimatum attempts to lay the re- 
sponsibility for a declaration of war on 
the Imperial Government, because, in- 
deed, they will not evacuate British 
territory and will not prevent’ British 
troops from landing at British ports.’’ 

In taking up the SBoer character, he 
draws a close analogy between the Hol- 
lander Dutch and I'rench Huguenvt of 
the sixteenth century on the one hand 
and on the other, the inhabitant of the 
Transvaal. 

‘*The foundation cause of the whole 
antagonism between British and Dutch 
in South Africa, either in social or in 
political life; the foundation cause of 
the opposition of the republics to the Im- 
perial Government ; the foundation canse 
of the present war, is to be found in the 
mind of the Boer’ people — and 
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that mind is and has been tor genera- 
tions, maintained in an attitude of pro- 
foundest distrast of the British Govern- 
ment and ot the British colonist. 

***## This distrust exists and as 
a British Imperial representative told me 
in Pretoria, is to be felt palpable as a 
stone wall. It is accompanied by appre- 
nension, rising on occasion to natred; 
and however disagreeable the contempla- 
tion of the fact may be to loyal citizens 
of the Empire, is accompanied also with 
contempt. 

The Boer character is that of the 
ordinary Hollander Dutch of the ‘six- 
teenth century, stubborn and brave ; and 
of the French Huguenot of -the same 
time, religious in the sixteenth century 
sense of that term with a not incon- 
siderable High German strain super- 
added. There are additional characteris- 
tics, the result of two centuries and a 
half ‘of their environment in South 
Africa. Boer ignorance of facts as to 
the power and purvose of the Empire, 
which ignorance need not surprise us so 
much when we reflect that it is shared 
by so many of our good cousins on the 
Continent of Europe, plays a great part.’’ 





‘*internationl Law,’’ by F. E. Smith, 
B. CO. L. ‘Published by The? MacMillan 
Company, New York, price 40 cents. 
As stated in a recent issue, we have 

somehuw never been able to understand 

just what is meant by the term ‘‘Inter- 
national Law’’ and hence as may be 
imagined, Mr. Smith’s little volume of 

184 pages was taken up with inter- 

est. While somewhat disposed to quarrel 

with a definition of the subject which 
says that by it ‘‘is meant the rules 
acknowledged by the general body of 
civilized independent states to be bind- 
ing upon them in their mutual rela- 
tions,’’ there was yet found little to 
criticize and much to praise. While the 
work exhibits no particular amount of 
profundity, merely serving as an intro- 

duction to the subject, it yet furnishes a 

most interesting discussion upon a ques- 

tion of constantly increasing importance.

patches or belligerent officials, which

** Anaiogues of Contraband.’’ 
‘*Dispatches—The case of dispatch 

carrying presents fewer difficulties and 
may be shortly dismissed. To adopt the 
language of Lord Justice Brown ina 
well-known English case, a dispatch is 
not like a fire, a neutral may carry it 
about without being bound to suppose 
that it is likely to do aninjury. The 
general principle therefore is that neu- 
tral vessels are prohibited from carrying 
or carry at their peril dispatches of 
which they know or ought to have 
known the enemy character. Oun- 
demnation in these cases is usually con- 
structive and the destination of the dis- 
patches is in the ordinary run of cases 
the decisive consideration. ’’ 

‘‘In the Atlanta, Lord Stowell, con- 
demned a Bremen ship which was carry- 
ing dispatches from the Governor of the 
Isle of France to the Minister of Marine 
at Paris. The case was aggravated by an 
attempt to conceal the documents.’’ * * * 





‘*In the Caroline, the dispatches were 
being carried from the ambassador of 
the enemy’s state resident in the neutral 
state to his own country. Lord Stowell 
directed restitution, basing a distinction 
upon the character of the person who is 
employed in the correspondence, ‘‘He 
is not an executive officer of the govern- 
ment acting simply in the conduct of its 
own affairs within its own territories, 
but-an ambassador resident in a neutral 
state for the purpose of supporting an 
amicable relation with it.’’ 

‘*Enemy Passengers—The leading case 
on the carriage of enemy passengers is 
the Orozembo. In that case, an Ameri- 
can vessel had been ostensibly chartered 
by a merchant at Lisbon to proceed in 
ballast to Macao, and there to takea 
cargo to America. He proveeded how- 
ever, to prepare it for the reception of 
three military officers, and two persons 
engaged in civil occupations in the gov- 
ernment of Batavia. These five persons 
came on board together with a lady and 
some servants, in all seventeen passen- 
gers. Lord Stowell condemned the 
vessel.”’ #* # # ; 

The ‘‘ Trent’’ Incident—The excitement 
which followed upon the Trent incident 
in 1862 is well within the memory of 
many persons now alive. During the 
American Civil war, an English vessel 
the Trent cleared from Havana for En- 
gland, via. St. Thomas, having on board 
Messrs. Mason and Slidell, who had been 
appointed envoys from the Confederate 
States to France and England. Off the 
coast of Cuba, the Captain of the San 
Jacinthe, an American frigate, boarded 
the Trent and removed the two envoys 
to his own vessel, whence they were 
transferred to prison. On these facts, 
the English Government demanded the 
restoration of Messrs. Mason and Slidell. 
The United States acceded to the de- 
mand upon the relatively unimportant 
ground that the ship should have been 
brought in for adjudication. Mr. Sew- 
ard, however, in a long dispatch which 
illustrates very happily the inconven- 
iences to which a politician exposes him- 
self who gets up his international law 
for the occasion, maintained that the 
seizure was in other respects good and 
that Messrs. Mason and Slidell were a 
species of contraband. Without inquiring 
into the assumption that persons can 
under any circumstances, be treated as 
contraband, the reply was decisive that 
the Trent had a neutral destination. 
‘It isof the very essence of the defi- 
nition of contraband’’ said Lord Russell, 
in his answer to Mr. Seward, ‘‘that the 
articles shall have «a hostile and nota 
neutral destination.’’ * * * 

‘*Penalty—The penalty for carriage, 
both of dispatches and of enemy persons 
is confiscation of the vessel. Neither 
the forefeiture of the dispatches, nor the 
removal of the enemy passenger, could 
be relied on as a very sensible desterrent 
to neuiral traders.”’ 

A very fine engraving of Lord Stowell 
faces an elaborate title page. The bind- 
ing and press work are worthy of all 
commendation.

While they do not constitute a 
systematic treatise on the subject of 
criminology, they present the points of 
most importance in a furm and style in- 
tended to attract and interest the gen- 
eral reader, who, will find much to re- 
flect upon in the line of duty as a mem- 
ber of society at large. e 

We have examined this work with @ 
great deal of interest. The author has 
compiled a number of articles, treating 
of different classes of criminals, such as 
pickpockets, burglars, bank sneaks, shop- 
lifters, inebriet, etc. Each is illustrated 
by a number of ‘‘leading cases’’ care- 
fully analyzed. A review of the Luetgert 
case follows by which it appears that the 
author has a strong doubt as to the guilt of 
the accused. An excellent article is his’ 
discussion on the cause and cure of crime. 
While we do not agree with all he says, 
some observations are certainly worthy 
of being repeated. We quote the follow- 
ing: 

‘*Next to family evils in their in- 
fluence are the evils of the public school 
system, which too often have unskilied, 
and, in some way, distorted teachers, 
who exact alike from children of un- 
equal energy and unequal aptness, and 
who have to sit restively in seats which 
have neither fitness for their heights nor 
their forms. Under the intiuence of 
fear or undue emulation the child will 
silently endure much more than is good 
for it. Between the exactions of the 
school room and the privations of home 
the lot of the city child is usually hard 

and often destructive to its future well 

being. 

By the present school system, nervous 
troubles are often produced and oftener 
aggravated by insidious evils. As indi- 
cating something of the extent of child 
damage by school exactions, it has been 
found in some city schuols that over 50 

r cent. of advanced scholars had de- 

ective eyesight, while country school 

children were almost entirely free from 
such defects. But to insure a thorough 
reform a physician should be attached 
to every school to examine and classify 
ull pupils, place teachers fitly, and in a. 
general way advise. .Such evils as I 
have mentioned have a demoralizing in- 
fluence much beyond their appearance, 
for overtaxation of energy begets a nerv- 
ous irritability with its moral correla- 
tive—instability of disposition. The 
commonness of evils do not make them 
normal conditions. 

While the public school system is not 
an unmitigated blessing, the evils of 
organized society are more marxed in 
other directions. Dark and filthy streets. 
do not suggest personal cleanliness nor 
inspire respect for law and order in those 
most in need of good example—those 
who are weak in character and blind to. 
the main object of life. Nor are exhibi- 
tions of official grabbing and dishonesty 
exemplary of good, to say nothing about 
the hyzocrisy of a state which acknow]l- 
edges God by engaging a chaplain and 
winks at wily ways. 

The police force has to deal with but a 
small proportion of crime, as it cannot 
reach beyond its powers and its own 
intellectual level, and thus it is left to 
deal mostly with creatures of unfortu- 
nate birth and education, and who sim- 
ply fall short of the ethical standard of 
the society which directly and indirectly 
is responsible for the very delinquencies 
it condems. That attitude of society 
which treats the criminal as a sort of 
wild animal, only to be and further 
brutalized, is itself a attitude . 
which has brought more expense and 
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| 
less security. How can society expect 


good from evil, or love from hatred. 
As the whole is no better than the sum 


of its parts, it is evident that the great- | 


est good to society and that our present 
system of treating the crimi only 
makes from bad to worse. We talk 
about justice and punishment. But who 
can administer justice in the form of 


punishment? ‘‘An eye for an eye and a 


tooth for a touth’’ might be an even ex- 
change between two demons with equal 
degrees of malice towards each other. 
Bat do two wrongs make a right? 
And where is the even exchange or the 


reparation for a crime, in flinging the | 
criminal into prison for a fixed period | 


or for life, to be harnessed like a brute 


and often bullied by officials no better | 


than himself? In the scales of justice, 
if such could be found, there is every 
reason to believe that often more merit 
exists in the poor wretch we have helped 
to make and hanged than in the in- 
habitants of some 
palaces. ’’
